J * 1 The'verdia ended the 2VSmomh- 
r*- long trial and meant that, despite 
"earlier jury rulings that Time had 
defamed Sharon and printed a false 
^ report - Sharon has lost his bid to 
prove thar the magazine libelled 
him. and will not be able to collect 
. any indemnification. 

Sharon and his counsel, Milton 
« Gould, refused to say immediately 
. whether they planned to appeal the 
verdict, or if Sharon will pursue the 
case in Israel. 

After announcing the verdict, jury 
foreman Richard Zug read an opin- 
ion from the jury that "certain Time 
employees, particularly correspon- 
dent David Halevy, acted negligent- 
ly and carelessly in reporting and ■ 


verifying the information which ulti- 
mately found its way into the pub- 
lished paragraph in this case.” 
Immediately after the verdict. 
Tune issued a statement that said: 
"This libel suit is over and Time has 
won it,” The statement reiterated: 
“Time feels strongly that the case 
should never have reached an Amer- 
ican courtroom. It was brought by a 
foreign politician attempting to re- 
coup his political fortune. Time’s 
defence in this suit was severely 
hampered by the Israeli govern- 
ment.’* 

Asked whether Time could really 
claim victory when the jury bad 
found its story defamatory and false, 
Time's chief attorney Thomas Bair 
remarked: "A law suit is like a war. 
It is not important who wins the 
battles, but rather who wins the. 
war.” 

Commenting on the same point. 
Time executive editor Ray Cave 
stated: “I disagreed with the jury's 
conclusions in the first two verdicts. 
We remain convinced that our story 
is substantially true. We are confi-

German investors want gov’t intervention 

PM to name unit to tackle 
Tiberias hotel harassment

A special committee of five minis- 
ters is to handle the problem of 
\Haredi harassment against the con- 
v stnicrion of the annex to the Ganei 
Hamat Hotel in Tiberias, Prime- 
Minister Peres derided yesterday. 

Peres is expected to name the 
ministers of finance, economic plan- 
ning, tourism, justice and religious 
.affairs to this committee, which he is 
expected to form at Sunday's cabinet 
session. 

Officials in the Prime Minister's 
Office said they had no reason to 
believe that Peres took his decision 
underpressure, domestic or foreign, 
and they fold The Jerusalem Post. 
“The situation just became serious.” 

Later in the day the chairman of 
the German Bank fur Gemeinwirt- 
schaft, Thomas Wegscheider, cabled 
■ ■ the Bank Leumi chairman, Ernst 
Japhet, that the Israel government 
should intervene to settle the matter. 


The German bank has a SO per cent 
interest in the Tiberias project, 
together with Africa-Israel Invest- 
ments, a Leumi subsidiary. 

Wegscheider’s cable said: "In our 
opinion, the issue is of such import- 
ance as to call for rhe intervention by 
the proper bodies in the Israel gov- 
ernment." 

He also called on Japhet not to 
knuckle under to the demands of the 
ultra-Ortbodox elements involved 
or to reach any agreement that 
would "jeopardize this West Ger- 
man investment, or any future one, 
by the Bank fur Gemeinwirtschaft or 
by any other West German investor. 

Some days ago, Haredim began 
withdrawing their funds from several 
Bank Leumi branches. Haredi cir- 
cles contend that the Ganei Hamat’s 
new wing is built on an ancient 
Jewish graveyard, which the inves- 
tors deny.

No resumption date 
for Nakoura talks

The Nakoura talks between Israel 
and Lebanon under UN auspices 
ended yesterday with no new date 
being set for their resumption. But 
senior defence sources in Tel Aviv 
told The Jerusalem Post last night 
that a new date could be set within 
the next few days, since "it was in the 
dear interest of Lebanon to ensure 
an orderly transition of power." 

UN Undersecretary-General 
Brian Urquhart is to go to Beirut 
today to try to revive the stalled talks 
on Israel’s withdrawal from South 
Lebanon, a spokesman at UN head- 
quarters in New York said. 

The spokesman said Urquhart, 
the top official in charge of UN 
peace-keeping forces, was due to go 
to Israel yesterday and to Beirut 
today. 

Israel's chief delegate to the talks, 
Tat-Aluf Amos Gilboa, said yester- 
day that the break in the talks was 


“Lebanon’s responsibility and Leba- 
non's problem.” 

“Regardless of what happens.” 
Gilboa added, “the Israel Defence 
Forces will be withdrawn not later 
than February 18.” 

At yesterday's talks the Lebanese 
delegation repeated its statement 
that no coordination between the 
Lebanese Army and the IDF can be 
discussed until Israel presents a plan 
for a total withdrawal. Gilboa re- 
sponded by saying that the Lebanese 
were again "giving in to directives 
from Syria, proving once again that 
they (the Lebanese government) are 
almost totally subservient to Damas- 
cus." . ■ 

He said it was obvious that this is 
more important to them than tbe 
welfare of their citizens, or the in- 
tegrity of their territory.” 

An IsraeO defence source told The 
Post last night that he was almost 
certain that the Lebanese would

All sides hail signing of new accord 

8-month package deal 


surmounts last hurdles

The government, the Histad- 
rut and the manufacturers lasr 
night signed a wide-ranging eco- 
nomic agreement that was hailed 
by Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
as "almost unprecedented in a 
democratic society." Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i de- 
scribed the signing as "a moment 
that will go down in Israeli his- 
tory." 

The agreement hammered out 
over four days and nights of long and 
arduous negotiations covers almost 
every aspect of economic activity. It 
is indeed, as Peres said, more the 
cornerstone of economic policy than 
simply a package deal. 

The agreement is for eight 
months, but may be reviewed at the 
request of any of the signers any time 
after July 1. 


Each of the three sides made pain- 
ful compromises in signing the 
agreement. Workers' wages are to 
drop by 7.5 per cent within the next 
three months. The manufacturers 
agreed to absorb a substantial part of 
the price increases, at the risk that 
some factories will go bankrupt. 

The government contribution is a 
significant weakening of its power to 
decide economic policy unilaterally. 
For the first time, other economic 
bodies are involved in processes such 
as budget cuts and interest rates. 

In addition to the heavy subsidy 
cuts announced yesterday, the 
agreement provides for cuts of 13 pef 
cent over each of the next two 
months 3nd a 55 per cent cut in the 
subsidy of public Transport. 

The transport subsidy cut was de- 
cided on only at the last minute, after 
lengthy disagreement between Mod- 
a'i. who wanted a 100 per cent cut. 
and Peres. 

In a letter to Manufacturers Asso- 


ciation President Eli Hurvitz, Mod- 
a'i promised that interest would be 
lowered to 1 per cent above the 
monthly rate of inflation. If the Bank 
of Israel, which is not part of the 
agreement and has freedom of ac- 
tion. does not keep down the interest 
rare, each 1 per cent rise in interest 
above the agreed level is to lead to an 
automatic 1 per cent rise in prices. 

Sources stressed last night that the 
central elements of the agreement 
bad been made known to the 
Reagan administration and are like- 
ly to figure in the ongoing congres- 
sional debate over U.S. aid to Israel. 

The prices of non -subsidized items 
are to rise by an average of 5 per cent 
during the bridge between the ear- 
lier package deal and the new agree- 
ment. Some prices will not rise at all. 
while others are to rise by a max- 
imum of 21 per cent. The item-by- 
itera details are to be worked out by 
the Industry and Trade Ministry.

Peres: Package is major part of economic plan 


Speaking after the signing of the 
accord. Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres noted that the second package 
deal represented ‘•macro- 
economics” in "the true sense of the 
word" and was a balanced and res- 
trained accord, leading towards 
healing the economy. 

All three elements - the govern- 
ment, the Histadrut and the em- 
ptoyeis- had played their pan. 


Peres said that the package was 
the major pan of the economic gov- 
ernment's programme. It had most 
of the elements of a programme 
covering nearly a year. 

He said the agreement reflects a 
government policy of reducing sub- 
sidies. adding that these price sup- 
ports will be cut even further, to 
bring down the government budget. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 


praised Peres's role in bringing ab- 
out the agreement. Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
also expressed satisfaction. 

Regarding unemployment. Peres 
said he was establishing u special 
council to deal with the question, 
and that money was already being 
mobilized for the creation of new 
industry, particularly in areas of high 
unemployment. 


Rabin said agreeing to $2.6b. budget

TEL AVTV. - Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin has climbed down from 
his demand for a S2.7 billion defence 
budget and agreed to settle for 
$2.6b. Defence Ministry sources said 
after Rabin's meeting yesterday with 
Prime Minister Peres. 

* The Treasury is expected to drop 
its insistence on $2.2b. 

These figures do not include 
$1.4b. the Defence Ministry expects 
in U.S. aid or reimbursement for 
outlays in Lebanon. 

Additional funds will be provided 


to finance the operations in Leba- 
non, it is learned. But it was still 
unclear how the Defence Ministry 
will be reimbursed for the withdraw- 
al from Lebanon, a well-placed de- 
fence source said. 

The possibility that soldiers will 
have to live on canned combat ra- 
tions and find their telephones dead 
was averted yesterday in contacts 
among the prime minister, and the 
ministers of defence, finance and 
communications. The Treasury 
agreed to unfreeze some of the De- 
fence Ministry’s funds, making it 
possible to pay outstanding debts 


and Communications Minister 
Aranon Rubinstein undertook not to 
disconnect phones. 

The most immediate problem, of 
paying the ministry’s main creditors, 
was solved when the Treasury 
agreed to forward ISlOb. of the 
Defence Ministry's budget, and con- 
vert S*50m. into shekels to make it 
possible to pay debts. The Defence 
Ministry on Sunday stopped paying 
its bills, saying that it had no moneyl 
It accused the Treasury of refusing to 
change into shekels dollars received 
in payment for exports and as adv- 
ances on exports. 


6-man terrorist squad wiped out in S. Lebanon

METULLA. - Six terrorists were 
killed before dawn yesterday in a 
clash with Israeli soldiers northeast 
of Jezzine. in South Lebanon, milit- 
ary sources reported. There were no 
Israeli casualties. 

But in two other incidents in South 
Lebanon yesterday, a South Leba- 
non Army commander was fatally 
wounded and two Israeli soldiers 
were lightly wounded. 


The SLA officer was wounded in 
Hula village, four kilometres from 
the Israeli border, after his car was 
blown up by a large bomb when he 
turned on the ignition. He died after- 
wards. 

The two Israel Defence Forces 
soldiers were wounded in tbe morn- 
ing when a roadside bomb exploded 
near Dir Zaharani village. A heli- 
copter took them to Haifa's Ram- 
barn Hospital which released one of 
them by evening. 


The six terrorists who were killed 
had infiltrated south across the Awa- 
li River from the area under Druse 
control. They had planned attacks in 
IDF-coniroiled territory, military 
sources said. 

An IDF force sported the squad 
and opened fire on them. When the 
sun rose the area was searched and 
the six bodies were found. 

In their possession were found six 
Kalashnikov rifles, magazines, six 
rocket-propelled-grenade laun- 


chers, maps and guns, the military 
sources said. 

No one was injured in three other 
attacks on IDF and SLA soldiers 
yesterday. Two rocket-propelled 
grenades were fired at the building 
of the IDF liaison unit in Nabatiya, a 
Katyusha missile was fired at an SLA 
outpost in Dir Kanun village, and 
two RPG shells were fired at an SLA 
roadblock four kilometres from 
Nabatiya.

IDF taking equipment out of Sidon area 24 hours a day

SIDON. - Most of the Israel De- 
fence Forces' heavy equipment, in- 
cluding prefabricated buildings, has 
already been evacuated from Sidon 
and the surrounding area. From now 
until the final pullout from the area, 
Israeli soldiers will be in tents and in 
^Lebanese buildings under IDF con- 
trol . 

■ A tour of the area yesterday indi- 
cated thar South Lebanon Army 


soldiers are not yet involved in eva- 
cuating their positions, some of 
which are manned together with 
Israeli noops. 

The IDF officer responsible for 
the area said he is concerned that the 
withdrawal will be followed by inter- 
communal struggles over control of 
sections of the city. The atmosphere 
in the city, he said is extremely tense, 
and the IDF is on even higher than 
normal alert to prevent attacks on 
troops in Sidon. 


Meanwhile, evacuation of the first 
area from which the IDF is to with- 
draw continues at full speed. Among 
the soldiers and civilian employees 
of the IDF are veterans of pullbacks 
from Sinai, including Yamit, and the 
Shouf Mountains. 

Seren (captain) Gershon, said that 
most of the equipment has beep 
removed and the soldiers and semi- 
trailers are working 24 hours a day. 

Evacuation supervisors have 
given nicknames such as “The Natan 


Force," "The Shlomo Force" and 
"The Aflalo Force.” Aflalo, speak- 
ing to this reporter east of Sidon, 
said: "Wherever we go. the work is 
going fantastically. We’ve already 
taken out the showers, the electricity 
poles, and the containers.” 

Natan, whose force has discon- 
nected the electricity throughout the 
area, said: "I’m taking down every 
pole in an orderly manner, there are 
no problems.” Asked if he was

News reports and intelligence ex- 
perts have said Discovery will deploy 
a satellite with advanced capability 
to eavesdrop on electronic signals 
from the Soviet Union.

World JewishTCong3*ess 
to convene in Tienna 


VIENNA (Reuter). - The World 
Jewish Congress meets in Austria for 
the first time this weekend, with the 
200 participants expected to include 
delegates from Arab and Commun- 
ist countries. 

“Vienna was chosen or the first 
time because it it an important cen- 
tre for relations between East and 
West, and also because the small 
Jewish community here has done a 
lot for Jewish refugees in recent 
years.” the president of Vienna's 
Jewish communtiy.. Ivan Hacker, 
told Reuters 

He said they expected a high- 
ranking Rumanian delegation 
headed by Bucharest’s Chief Rabbi 
Moshe Rosen, a large group from 
Hungary and others from Poland, 
Cuba. Egypt and Morocco. 

This month the first major exhibi- 
tion of artists purged by the Nazis 
opened here. Many were Jewish, 
including such personalities as Ste- 
fan Zweig and Arnold Schoenberg. 
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Jordan and Egypt exploit W Bankers, Gazans 


The recent closure of the Rafeh 
international border crossing point 
to Arab residents of the West Bank 
and Gaza District is seen by Israeli 
officials as evidence of an apparently 
aggressive polity being coordinated 
between Cairo and Amman. 

Some 200. West Bankers and 
Gazans holding Jordanian passports 
who intended to travel to Egypt have 
been turned back by Egyptian bor- 
der officials at Rafah over the past 
two weeks for unspecified “security 
reasons." Repeated requests from 
Israeli officials for an explanation 
have gone unanswered. 

“It is clear that this is the result of 
a Jordanian request," said the De- 
fence Ministry's coordinator of acti- 
vities in the areas, Shmuel Goren, 
earlier this week. “Jordan wishes to 
extend its influence and control in 
the area and, for the time being, this 
suits Egypt’s interests as well." 

Another official said that Egypt’s 
willingness to force West Bank and 
Gaza Arabs to travel only via Jordan 
was the result of the disappointment 
shared by King Hussein and Presi- 
dent Mubarak over last November’s 
inconclusive Palestine National 
Council Meeting in Amman. Both 
leaders hoped that PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat would use his reaf- 
firmed control of the independent, 
or non-Syrian, majority in the orga- 
nization and the clear backing of 
Palestinians in the Israeli- 
administered territories to give him a 
mandate to puraue a negotiated

settlement with Israel. 

“Arafat’s failure to do so has irri- 
tated the king and the fact is that he 
has not been invited back to Ajxtman 
since then,” noted the official, point- 
ing to Arafat’s numerous trips to 
other parts of the Middle East. ' 

The closure of the Rafah border to 
holders of Jordanian passports came 
soon after the surprise summit be- 
tween Hussein and Mubarak at Aka- 
ba last month. 

Taking the lead on the Palestinian 
issue would suit Egypt’s policy goal 
of re-entering the Arab world on its 
own terms following the boycott that 
isolated Cairo after the 1978 Camp 
David accords. “It is an excellent 
mount on which to re-enter the Arab 
fold," said Goren. 

Hie burly fonner Mossad execu- 
tive was quick to stress that Israel, 
for its part, has been “scrupulous" in 
carrying out its promise to improve 
the quality of life in the territories." 
But now, he said, it is the Egyptians 
and the Jordanians who are making 
things difficult. “The fact is that the 
Palestinians would not dream of 
complaining about this to the Egyp- 
tians or to the Jordanians," he said. 

Another result of the apparent 
decision to “make things difficult” 
has been a sharp decrease in the 
number of people now going to Jor- 
dan. As one official of the Judea and 


Samaria chi 2 administration put it: 
“No one wants to meet Halim Hali- 
liye (the Beit JaI!a-bom head of the 
West Bank desk in the Jordanian 
mukhabarat or security service) as 
soon as he crosses the bridge unless 
he really has to." 

Goren said that Israel had relaxed 
its control on the import of funds 
into the territories. In December 
alone, people crossing the Jordan 
River bridges into the West Bank are 
said to have brought in S20 million in 
cash. Nine local authorities have 
been permitted to bring in one mil- 
lion Jordanian Dinars (some 52.5m.) 
in the past few months. That sum 
includes an estimated S3m.-$4m. 
allocated by the Jordanian sover- 
ment to West Bank Beduin- the first 
time in many years that these 
nomads have received any attention 
from the authorities in Amman. 

The Defence Ministry has also 
cooperated with two representatives 
of the American Jewish- Arab “Busi- 
ness Group for Middle East Peace 
and Development” who last week 
completed a survey of health needs 
in the West Bank. 

Proposals to establish juice- 
making plants in Gaza and the West 
Bank, a pharmaceutical factory and 
other minor projects have "been 
approved. The much-talked of Arab 
Bank in Nablus is expected to be 
launched by the end of the year. The 
bank has been approved in principle 
and now there remains to be worked 
out how the Bank of Israel will 


supervise financial anilities that will 
revolve around Amman. 

The Defence Ministry has turned 
down a request to establish a cement 
plant near Yana, south of Hebron, 
because it thinks it will not be econo- 
mically viable and will compete with 
both kraeli and Jordanian factories. 

Increased Jordanian assertiveness 
m the territories poses a dilemma for 
Israel. On the one hand, the Israeli 
administration, whether under the 
direction of Labour or Likud de- 
fence ministers, has generally toler- 
ated and sometimes even encour- 
aged such activity. This has been Out 
of recognition of local Palestinian 
ties to Jordan and a' way of keeping 
“the Jordanian option" in sus- 
pended animation. Arab investment 
funds, channelled to the West Bank 
via the Jordanian Ministry for the 
Occupied Territories also takes 
some of the pressure off an already 
severely strapped military govern- 
ment budget. 

But Jordan is not always willing to 
play the game according to Israeli 
rules and attaches a price to its often 
surprising quiescence. One such ex- 
ample was its demand that Israeli- 
appointed mayors in several towns 
be dismissed in return for the Jorda- 
nian green light to several prominent 
West Bankers who were willing to 
replace the deposed mayors of Nab- 
lus. Ramallah. al-Bira and Hebron. 
Israel refused and Israeli officers and 
officials are still running these 
towns. 


Majority in Kiryat Shmona school condone Kach

KIRYAT SHMONA. - More than 
three-quarters of the pupils at the 
Danziger High School here totally or 
partially reject Knesset Member 
Meir Kahane’s Kach movement, 
though more than three-fifths par- 
tially or totally support it, a poll- 
taken by the student council shows. 
Less than one quarter unreservedly 
support Kach. 

Of the school’s 660 pupils, 540 
participated in the poll. Twenty- 


seven per cent totally rejected Kach, 
10 per cent said they disagreed with 
the movement but had not yet 
formed their final opinion, 39 per 
cent said they agreed with the move- 
ment’s views but had reservations 
about its methods; and 23 per cent 
said they both agreed with and sup- 
ported Kach. 

In response to the question, 
“Which public figure would you like 
to invite to the school?” most of the 
students said they would like to bear 
Kahane. After him, in order, were 


Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon, Knesset Member Rafael 
Eitan, Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. Vice Permier Yitzhak Sha- 
mir. Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon. former prime minister 
Menachem Begin. Knesset Member 
Yosef Sarid. Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin, and MK Shulamit Alo- 
ni. 

Commenting on the poll, the high 
school’s principal Ze’ev Peleg said: 
“In Kiryat Shmona. which has 
known suffering and Katyushas, the 


atmosphere in homes and elsewhere 
is less calm than in the centre of the 
country.

Ata said facing closure as gov’t fails to deliver funds, (Briers

HAIFA. -The Ata textile concern is 
slowly dying for lack of funds and 
orders, both of which were promised 
by the government, the firm's new 
general manager, Eliezer Peleg, said 
yesterday. 

There is no money to pay salaries 
or buy supplies of cotton, fuel and 
urgently needed spare parts for 
machinery that has been- idle for 
several months, he said. 

Peleg. who has remained tight- 
lipped since his appointment earlier 
this month, broke his silence during 
Energy and Infrastructure Minister 
Moshe Shafaal's visit to the Kiryat 
Ata plant yesterday. 

Contrary to recent reports. Ata 
was far from being back in full pro- 
duction. “We do not have orders, we 
do not have any money, and there is 
no work.” be said. 


Under the terms of the 
government-backed agreement to 
save Ata. the Defence Ministry was 
supposed to advance the firm $2.25 
million in advance payment on an 
order worth $3.5m. 

But Peleg said that so far not one 
cent had been forthcoming and the 
Defence Ministry was now locked in 
an argument with the Treasury. 

Peleg said the Treasury told him 
that before it would transfer the. 
money on behalf of the Defence 
Ministry, it wanted guarantees tbat 
Ata would deliver the goods or re- 
fund the money. 

At one point, Peleg said, the 
Treasury asked him if he would 
personally sign as a guarantor for the 
money. Peleg said he believed this 
was “going a bit too far.” 

In the agreement with Ata, the 
government also promised to inject 


$9m. into the firm, but so far only 
$750,000 have been approved by the 
Knesset Finance Committee and 
transferred to the company. Peleg 
said this was an infinitesimal part of 
what was needed to solve Ata's 
problems. 

Ata has also had great difficulties 
finding foreign customers, since the 
firm has virtually been out of pro- 
duction for more than three months. 

Peleg said he had approached the 
English Marks and Spencer 'firm, 
which at one tithe had been Ata’s 
main foreign customer, only to be 
told that the British company did not 
want to hear anything about Ata 
again. 

Other former clients had also run 
away and it would take months for 
Ata to try to win back these orders, 
he said. 

Peleg is due to submit a recovery 


programme to the Haifa District 
Court on February 17. But he 
warned that without the orders 
promised by the Defence Ministry 
and other ministries, there would be 
no money to run the factory and 
therefore no recovery programme. 
On that basis Ata would have to 
dose. 

Shahal. who was instrumental in 
pushing through the plan to save the 
crippled textile concern, 'said .after 
hearing of the problems that rather 
than let “ Bureaucracy destroy Ata,’ 
we shall have “fo* try to destroy 
bureaucracy.” ’ 

Earlier Peleg had revealed that a 
foreign concern is interested in 
bnying Ata and its representatives 
are due to visit the Kiryat Ata plant 
Dext month. Peleg, while not reveal- 
ing fiither details, said that if the sale 
of Ata to this concern goes through, 
it will solve all the firm's problems. 


UK Jewish financier invests 
$400. m. in Zaire economy 


KINSHASA (Reuter). - British 
businessman Leon Tamman has 
given Zaire its biggest entrepreneu- 
rial investment pledge since it gained 
independence from Belgium in 1960, 
the offidal press agency Azap said 
yesterday. 

Tamman, a well-known Jewish 
financier with investments in Israel, 
plans to invest some $400 million in 
Zaire's transport and pharmaceutic- 
al sectors during 1985 and 1986. 
government sources said. 

In return, Zaire has agreed to cede 
40 per cent of its stake in three major 
state-owned enterprises to the Tam- 
man group. 

Zaire, one of the few black Afri- 
can states that has diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel, has recently been 
attempting to liberalize its economy 
as part of an economic-recovery 
programme backed by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. ' 

Asher Wolffish adds: 

President Chaim Herzog was direct- 


ly responsible for setting up contact 
between Tamman and President 
Mobutu Sese Seko during his pres- 
idential visit to Kinshasa in January 
1984. 


Mobutu and Tamman have both 
given Israel full credit publicly for 
tbe large-scale investment project 
officially announced just now. 

Tamman is the brother-in-law of 
Nessim Gaon. a Switzerland-based 
Jewish financier, and Gaon's daugh- 
. ter is married to Herzog's son. 

Most of the money will be invested 
in rebuilding tbe national airline. Air 
Zaire, which has virtually fallen 
apart and has been unable to main- 
tain its international air routes, be- 
cause of its debts. A big sum will be 
invested in the internal telephone 
network based on satellite com- 
munications. The investment in 
pharmaceuticals reflects Tam man’s 
own large-scale interests in phar- 
maceutical industries in other coun- 
tries.

Price rises after the new agree- 
ment comes into effect are to be 
between 3 and 5 per cent monthly.

Inflation expectations for January 
are 4 to 6 percent, February- 8 to 10 
per cent, and March - 6 to 7 per cent 
at most. 

The agreement includes both spe- 
cific clauses relating to prices and 
wages, and general clauses relating 
to unemployment, exports, and 
other items. Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar said the 
labour federation will insist that the 
general clauses are carried out with 
the same determination as the speci- 
fic clauses.

Economic observers added tbat 
unless the government carries 
through its obligation to implement 
budget cuts, the agreement - which 
centres on wages and prices - will 
ultimately fail to achieve its aims . 

The agreement is regarded by its 
creators as an ambitious attempt to 
come to grips with most of the urgent ' 
problems facing the Israeli eco- 
nomy.

Ya’acobi: New package deal 
to cut inflation sharply

■ TEL AVIV. — Inflation this year will 
be 200 per cent or less, instead of the 
600 to 800 per cent Economics 
Minister anticipated before the 
second package deal was definite, 
Gad Ya'acobi told reporters here 
yesterday. 

"There are a great many fears 
about the new agreement, but it is 
the least of the evils," he said. With- 
out' it, there would be either mass 
unemployment or insufficient 
foreign-currency resources, he said. 
“Even with the agreement, the 
foreign-currency situation will be 
-critical.*' he warned. 

„v Ya’acobi said the "coalition" of 
government, Histadrut and em- 
ployers which agreed to raise the 
' prices of subsidized commodities 
and services on Wednesday night 
was an achievement in itself. 

During the transition to the new 
deal, prices of nonsubsidized goods 
will go up by an average 5 per cent, 
he said. Starting next month, the 
maximum monthly price rises of 
both subsidized and non-subsidized 
goods will not exceed 5 per cent, he 
said. 

Asked about plumbers, hairtfres; 
sets and other providers of services' 
whose prices are difficult, if not

Peres is one of the rare Israeli 
permiers who takes an interest in the 
economy, if for no other reason than 
that the economy is in such dire 
straights that it is no longer some- 
thing anyone in the helm can afford 
to avoid.

Survivors to retrace Auschwitz death walk

On Sunday a group of people is to 
retrace the route of the three- 
kilomerre death march from the 
branch concentration camp of Birke- 
nau to the Auschwitz main Lager 
that took place 40 years ago. 

Some of those who plan io march 
were Therein January 1945. They are 
among the few survivors of the hun- 
dreds of young twins on whom Au- 
schwitz camp doctor Josef Mengele 
carried out his gruesome pseudo- 
scientific experiments. Other mar- 
chers are to include Holocaust survi- 
vors Knesset Members Dov Shilans- 
ky and Sheva Weiss. 

The memorial march will open a 
four-day world convention of twins 
and others who underwent experi- 
ments by Mengele. Details were re- 
leased yesterday at a news confer- 
ence for local and foreign correspon- 
dents at rhe Ramada-Renaissance 
Hotel in Jerusalem. 

The conference, to be held at Yad 
Vashem. begins on Sunday. Febru- 


ary 3. That same day. events will be 
held at Yad Vashem to mark the 
40th anniversary of the liberation of 
Auschwitz by the Red Army. During 
the following three days twins and 
other survivors will testify about 
their experiences - either publicly -or 
anonymously - before a panel of 
jurists, historians and doctors. The 
panel will include Yad Vashem 
chairman Gideon Hausner. Simon 
Wiesenthal of the Vienna Docu- 
mentation Centre, and Professor 
Telford Taylor, prosecutor at the 
Nuremberg war criminal trials. 

Workshops on the Holocaust are 
to include “Experiments on Hu- 
mans." led by Prof. Moshe Rach- 
milevitz of the Hadassah Medical 
Centre in Jerusalem, "The dilemma 
of the Jewish doctors forced to assist 
Mengele." led by Dr. Hanoch Abro- 
movits of Tel Aviv University, and 
"The chase after Nazi war crimin- 
als." led by former Mossad head 
IsserHarel. 

At the news conference the press 
attache of the German Embassy in 


Tei Aviv. Hans-Peter Kaul. read out 
a statement by his government 
saving that it supported the aims of . 
the convention and had contributed 
DM40.000 (about ISS.4 million) to- 
wards its costs. 

David Makovskv. of the World 
Union of Jewish Students (WUJS), 
announced that members of the un- 
ion will next week demonstrate at 
Paraguayan embassies and consu- 
lates in 14 capitals around the world, 
calling for the extradition of 
Mengele. 

The organizer of the news confer- 
ence, Zvi Goldberg, of the Tamid 
public relations firm in Jerusalem, 
said that his company had been 
assisting the founders of the Candles 
organization with research, publicity 
and fund-raising for seven months. 
The acronym stands for Children of 
Auschwitz Nazis’ Deadly Lab Ex- 
periments Survivors. In Israel it is 
known by the name Nctzah (Fore- 
ver). It was founded in Washington 
in 1983 by survivors Eva Kor and 
Mark Berkowitz. 


Italy releases its last Nazi war criminal 


VIENNA (AP). - Convicted Nazi 
war criminal Walter Reder has been 
released from an Italian prison be- 
cause of poor health, the Austrian 
government said yesterday. 

The airport in Graz. Austria, said 
Reder. the last Nazi war criminal 
held . by Italy, arrived yesterday 
morning. 

Reder commanded an SS batta- 
lion charged with covering the Ger- 
man Army's northward retreat 
through Italy in 1944. 

In September of that year, some 
1,830 civilians were massacred by his 
troops in the town of Marzabotto 
and nearby villages near Bokusaa.-in 
reprisal for Italian partisan attacks.:- .f‘

In recent weeks a debate has raged 
in Italy over whether to release the 
ailing Reder ahead of the scheduled 
date of July 14, 1985.

Embassy in Buenos Aires in 1962. 

The document was declassified 
and obtained several months ago 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act by the Los Angeles-based Simon 
Wiesenthal Centre, an institute for 
Holocaust studies. 

A second document was also re- 
leased and. according to the centre’s 
director, it indicates that U.S. In- 
telligence officers, may have 
arrested,, - questioned and released 
Mengele in Vienna in 1947. Speak- 
ing at a news conference in Manhat- ■ 
tan Wednesday, Rabbi Marvin Hier 
said that the information, from an 
informant, was in a letter written by 
a former U.S. Army Intelligence 
officer to the commanding officer of 
the 430th Counter-Intelligence 
Corps in Vienna. 


Kraus’s new job means more police changes 


The nomination of Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Police Commander Nitzav 
David Kraus to the inspecipr- 
generalship will be followed by 
promotions, but also departures 
from the police force, police sources 
said yesterday. 

The focus has been on the 
inspector-generalship, but a much 
more difficult job to fill will be that 
of cMef of investigations.

Replacing Carthy will be difficult,

nowledged unparalleled expertise 
and because of the need to rejuven- 
ate the department with younger, 
fresh talent. There were many candi- 
dates for the inspector-generalship, 
but there are few officers on the 
force who could easily move into 
Carthy's job. 

A dark horse candidate to replace 


Carthy’s is Yehoshua Caspi, former 
southern district commander, who is 
now in New York as police liaison 
officer and as- a visiting fellow at 
John Jay University’s criminology 
department. Caspi is a possible 
candidate because of all the veteran 
officers on the force, he has the most 
experience with the modern inves- 
tigative techniques used to break 
such cases as the Emil Grunzweig 
murder, and the so-called TNT Jew- 
ish terror undergrounds, and Ms use 
of undercover narcotics age ns in 
illegal drug investigations. 
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Philippine general released on bail 


MANILA (Reuter). - Philippine 
military chief .General Fabian Ver 
posted bail of $1,500 after an arrest 
warrant was served on him in con- 
nection with the murder of opposi- 
tion leader Benigno Aquino. 

An aide told Reuters that die. 
general, a kinsman and confidant of 
President Ferdinand Marcos, had 
posted bail at a special court. 

The court issued warrants for the 
25 persons indicted in the case. 

Ombudsman Bernardo Fernan- 
dez said Ver and seven others, 
named as accessories to the killing of 
Aquino and Rolando Gal man. the 
man the military say shot the former 
senator, should be freed on bail of 


$750 for each charge. 

It was not immediately known 
whether the other accused had post- 
ed bail. 

The ombudsman had recom- 
mended that 17 military men, named 
as principal accused, should be held 
without bail. All the 26 accused will 
be tried by the special court. 

Judge Manuel Pamarau, who will 
try the case, said yesterday the hear- 
ings would beheld daily. A verdict of 
conviction or acquittal would be fin- 
al and only points of law could be 
challenged in the supreme court. 

Famaran. 5S. was once dubbed 
the “hanging judge” by newspapers 
because of the number of death 


sentences he handed out. 

The special court assumed juris- 
diction in the case after Marcos re- 
ferred it to the ombudsman, the 
investigative arm of the court, last 
October, after an inquiry commis- 
sion implicated Ver and the others.

West German officials allege 

Soviet spies have high-tech ‘shopping list* 


BONN (AP). — The Soviet Union 
has issued a top-secret “shopping 
list” as thick as’ a telephone directory 
that details high-technology equip- 
ment the Kremlin wishes its spies in 
the West to bring back home, Ger- ■ 
man Federal Republic Interior 
Ministry sources said this week. 

The 27-chapter book is part of 
Moscow's drive “to catch up with 
western technology*' through 
spying, according to a ministry re- 
port compiled for internal use. 

“It's called the Red Book and it's 
the wish list - or sboppQig list - for 
Soviet secret service officers 
abroad” the report said. 

A ministry source said the book 
“has come to the attention of our 


but declined to 


secret services, 
elaborate. 

A copy of the four-page ministry 
report was made available* 

The report said copies of the Red 
Book, which is made of special thick, 
stiff paper to counter possible skim 
reading, have been issued to a li- 
mited number of Soviet embassies 
and trade delegations in the West. 

• Twenty-six chapters of the book 
concern high-technology equipment 
listed undo: headings such as theo- 
retical physics, lasers, and atomic 
technology, according to the report. 

But one chapter reportedly details 
“non-secretive, seemingly harmless 
items that the Soviet Union appears 
highly interest in.” 


Under a section entitled agricultu- 
ral machinery, the book lists produc- 
tion plans for long-life batteries and 
hydraulic systems for farm tractors 
as items to be on the lookout for. 

The Boon report said Soviet 
agents abroad are expected to obtain 
four items from the book a year, and 
added that those who acquire “high- 
technology” equipment will earn 
prestige. 

High-priority items included 
micro-electronic equipment used in 
guiding intercontinental ballistic 
missiles or in the defensive systems 
on submarines and tanks, according 
to the report. Radar and “super 
minicomputers” were other impor- 
tant areas of concern. 


New Caledonians celebrate end of curfew 


NOUMEA (Reuter). - New 
Caledonians yesterday thronged the 
streets of Noumea, filling bars and 
restaurants as a curfew damped on 
the troubled French Pacific Terri- 
tory was temporarily relaxed . 

A hi gh commission offidal said 
the state of emergency, imposed on 
January 12 after violence between 
independence-seeking indigenous 
Kanaks and white settlers, expired at 
midday until the French Parliament 
finally approves a bill to reset it. 

Nineteen people have been killed 
in violence between Kanaks and 


white settlers since mid-November 
and 6.600 police and troops have 
been deployed throughout the terri- 
tory. 

Under French law the state of 
emergency can only last 12 days. 
France's Socialist government 
Wednesday night won approval to 
extend the emergency until the end 
of June. The legislation now goes to 
the Senate but any amendments 
made there can be over-ruled by the 
National Assembly which has the 
final say. 

Meanwhile, Noumeans made the 


most of their reprieve, packing bars, 
restaurants and night clubs that had 
shut at 9 p.m. under the curfew. 

The high commission official said 
French special envoy Edgard Pisani 
was empowered to reimpose the 
emergency if any incidents occurred . 

Meanwhile, anti-independence 
leaders in this French colony criti- 
cized the island's governor for 
favouring the Independence Front 
, and said they would present a new 
proposal for New Caledonia's future 
today in Paris. 


Kirkpatrick may be offered new top U.S. job. 


WASHINGTON (Renter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan plans to offer UN 
Ambassador Jeane Kirkpatrick the 
top job at the government’s Agency 
for International Development 
(Aid) in a meeting with her next 
week. The Washington Post re- 
ported yesterday. 


Kirkpatrick told Reagan last year 
that she wanted to quit the UN and 


return to private life, although she 
has made it known she would consid- 
er staying in the administration if a 
suitably high-level job could be 
found. 

The Post report quoting unidenti- 
fied administration sources, said 
Reagan would offer Kirkpatrick the 
post of administrator at Aid, which 
runs U.S. foreign assistance prog- 
rammes. 


Egypt detains 16 
for anti-state activity 


CAIRO (AP). - Prosecution author- 
ities have ordered the detention of 
16 Egyptians on charges of Com- 
munist activity aimed at overthrow- 
ing the present system of govern- 
ment, a senior offidal said yester- 
day. 

Ragaa Araby, chief state security 
prosecutor, said the 16 were among 
22 persons taken into custody by 
police recently. The othei six have 
been released by the prosecution but 
“they are still under investigation,” 
he said. 

Araby said another nine persons, 
eight Egyptians and one Spaniard, 
were being sought in connection 
with the case. 


Mikhail Gromov, 85 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Top Soviet 
test pilot Mikhail Gromov, who 
made several record flights before 
World War n, has died at 85, Tass 
news agency said yesterday. 

Gromov took part in a trail- 
blazing flight from the Soviet Union 
to the U.S. over the North Pole in 
1937 with two other pilots. 

He was awarded the title Hero of 
the Soviet Union in 1934 after mak- 
ing a record 12,000km. round trip. 

Gromov, born in Tver (now Kali- 
nin) north of Moscow in February 
1899, began testing planes at air 
force research faculties at the age of 
25. 

During World War II he held key 
air force commands and was made a 
colonel-general in 1944.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Italian ' 
Defence Minister Giovanni Spadoli- 
ni yesterday reaffirmed his commit- 
ment to the deployment of U.S.

Ronald Reagan in a White House

Blind man get driver's licence in Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO ( AP). - When Remldo Santana Guedes got his driver's 
Licence this week, major newspapers called attention to the event. 

Guedes is blind. 

The request for the licence was part of an investigation into alleged 
irregularities of the transit authority by the newspaper Tribuna da Bahia . in 
in the northeastern city of Salvador . 

The newspaper reported it simply had given Guedes’s name and 200,000 
cruzeiros (about S60) to a local '‘dispatcher,” one of thousands of 
professional clerks in this country who earn a living by moving paperwork 
quickly through the ponderous'Brazilian bureaucracy. 

Within a week, the paper said, rhe unidentified "dispatch ex" handed over 
a perfectly legal drivers licence for Guedes. valid until 1999. 

Guedes. 25. was quoted as saving he had gone along with the plan in order 
to call attention to the problems'faced by handicapped citizens and “maybe to 
get a job offer - as long as it's not for a chauffeur." 


Springers grandson quizzed on ‘kidnap’ 


ZURICH (Reuter). - The Swiss 
police yesterday began questioning 
the grandson of West German pub- 
lisher Axel Springer to determine 
whether the young man was kidnap- 
ped, a police spokesman said. 

“The questioning will centre on 
clearing up the question of whether 
the young man really was kidnap- 
ped,” the spokesman told Reuters. 

Sven Axel Springer. 19, grandson 
of the publisher, presented himself 
to policemen at Zurich Airport 
Wednesday night, well but tired, 
three days after disappearing from a 
private school in Zuoz, in southeast- 


ern Switzerland. 

A 15 million mark (S5 million) 
ransom was sought for Springer, 
who told the police be was kidnap- 
ped on Sunday night. 

In Hamburg, the executive mana- 
ger for the Springer group, Bernhard 
Servatins.' told Reuters no ransom 
was paid. He said the group was 
reserving judgment on whether 
Springer was kidnapped. 

Springer was taken to the Swiss 
canton of Graubuenden early yester- 
day for questioning. His -school, the 
exclusive Lyceum Alpinum, is in the 
canton. 


Ether dissolves gallstones, tests show 


BOSTON (AP). - A form of .ether 
dramatically dissolves gallstones in- 
side the body and someday may give 
doctors a way to avoid operating on 
people with this common affliction, 
a new study says. 

The researchers found that the 
ether broke down stones when 
squirted through a tube directly into 
the gallbladders of people' who 
otherwise would require surgery. 


They cautioned that they have 
tested the technique on only six 
persons, and far more research will 
be necessary to prove the long-term 
effectiveness and safety of die proce- 
dure. * . 


However. Dr. Johnson Thistle, 
who is in charge of the study at the 
Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minneso- 
ta, said in an interview: “I am opti- 
mistic that well be able to dissolve 
most gallstones completely with this 
technique.” 

The treatment uses methyl tert- 
butyl ether, a substance that until 
now has been used as a laboratory 
solvent. It is similar to the kind of 
ether that was long given for anes- 
thesia. But unlike the anesthetic. It 
stays liquid at body temperatures 
rather than turning into a gas. 

A report on the research was pub- 
lished in yesterday's New England 
Journal of Medicine. 


100,000 Italians flee after quake warning 


PISTOIA, Italy (AP). - About 
100,000 people fled in panic from 
mountainous villages in central Italy 
following an unprecedented warning 
by the Civil Defence Ministry of a 
possible “dangerous” earthquake, 
the authorities reported yesterday. * 


The traffic police reported that 
most villagers drove away during the 
night, t airing few personal belong- 
ings, after the stale radio and televi- 
sion network broadcast repeated 


warnings Wednesday evening. 

The state of alert was called in 
eight Tuscan villages in the Apen- 
mne Mountains north of here and in 
six villages of neighbouring Modena 
province after the National Institute 
of Geophysics monitored a moder- 
ate tremor in the area early Wednes- 
day. 

The state of alert was to last until 
this morning, although ministry offi- 
cial said the period of immediate 
danger appears to have passed.

Quoting intelligence sources, the 
news agency said several senior gov- 
ernment officers being questioned in 
New Delhi about their possible role 
in the espionage racket had not tried 
to flee the In chan capital. 

UNI and the Press Trust of Indian 
the country's other major news 
agency, reported Wednesday that 
intelligence agents were combing the 
nation fof several government offi- 
cials who allegedly were involved in 
the case and had gone into biding.

The news agency said the “hard- 
core” suspects in the case, the biggest 
in India's 37 years of independence, 
have been taken into custody. It did 
not give' a figure. 

The ' Organizer, a weekly pro- 
Hindu. anti -Communist newspaper, 
said a Soviet military attache whom 
it did not name had been ordered out 
of India for alleged espionage activi- 
ties. 

A senior government source ear- 
lier said investigators were probing a 
possible Soviet connection in the 
leaks from the prime minister's 
office. The Soviet KGB may have 
used a West European diplomat to 
gather highly classified information, 
the source said. 

The Soviet Union is India's main 
supplier of military hardware. 

Among- the secrets purportedly 
leaked were plans to attack a Pakis- 
tan atomic reactor and to develop 
laser technology; information of In- 
dia’s nuclear energy programme; the 
country’s financial position, and In- 
dian help to Tamils battling for an 
independent homeland in Sri Lanka, 
according to news reports.

Kurdish guerrillas still pressuring Teheran for autonomy 


TEHERAN (Reuter). - Autonomy- 
seeking Kurdish guerrillas are main- 
taining pressure on government 
forces in northwest Iran, official re- 
ports indicate, although Teheran 
said last October it had broken the 
back of the rebellion. 

Several large-scale battles have 
been reported in the region, some 
500 kilometres west of Teheran. 

Interior Minister Ali Akbar 
Nateq-Nuri said this week that in the 
latest fight up to 80 guerrillas be- 
sieged a lightly manned police post 
for several hours before being 
beaten off by government reinforce- 
ments. 

Diplomats and foreign correspon- 
dents are not permitted in the re- 
gion, but official reports carried by 
Teheran newspapers spoke of other 
battles lasting from several hours up 


to two days. Prime Minister Mir- 
H ossein Mousavi said last October 
that Iran had for all practical pur- 
poses crushed the drawn-out rebel- 
lion in the rugged mountains of Kur- 
destan and West Azerbaijan, 
bordering Turkey and Iraq. 

Since then, frequent dashes bave 
been reported, and newly appointed 
Intelligence' Minister Mohammad 
Mohammadi Rev shah ri acknow- 
ledged last weekend: “The desper- 
ate efforts of the counter-revolution 
in the region are not over.” 

He added in a television inter- 
view. however, that the guerrilla 
groups were split to the point of 


disintegration. “We forecast they 
will fell apart in the not-too-chstant 
future.” 

Revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Rubollah Khomeini tried to reach 
agreement with the autonomists 
soon after the Islamic revolution six 
years ago. But when this led to 
similar demands from other pro- 
vinces, -he ordered the rebellion 
crushed. 

Since then Kurdish guerrillas, who 
have been supported and supplied in 
the past by Iran's enemy Iraq, have 
tied down considerable government 
forces engaged in search-and- 
destroy missions and in protecting 


1 villages against night attacks. 

In a battle 10 days ago, gendarmes 
surrounded guerrillas in three vil- 
lages near the town of Miandowab 
and fought them for two days. The 
regional armed forces headquarters 
said 22 guerrillas were killed and up 
to 40 wounded. 

Intelligence Minister Reyshahri 
said that, faced with imminent de- 
feat, the guerrillas had resorted to . 
assassinating Sunni Moslem clergy- 
men. Iranians are predominantly 
from the Shi’ite Moslem sect but' 
Kurds are largely Sunni. 

It was not possible to verify this 
statement

• beds. 1 all usually fuJL have been 
squeezed into the building and 
150,000 people use its services, with 
another 50.000 visiting its out- 
patient departments. 

. This has been done without any 
additional building, and the result is 
a* crowded hospital w’here 
storerooms have been made over 
into nurseries for premature babies 
■' arid interior halls into X-ray units, 
leaving access between emergency 

rooms and the hospital proper via an 

■■ 'outdoor breczcway. 

' In the obstetrical ward, there are 
four beds in rooms planned for two. 
and cradles line the hall. The hospit- 
al- has an average of 300 deliveries 
per month, more than the average of 
any of the country's large urban 
hospitals. Having pioneered the 
roominc-in system, where babies 


stay with their mothers after deliv- 
ery, the hospital has adhered to it 
despite the fact that there is barely 
room for the cradles between the 
beds. 

This week, the Ashkelon hospital 
was forced to curtail its services in 
order to ensure that the few shekels 
in the till will carry them through 
until the end of die month. For 
several months now the cash flow 
from the Treasury has been uncer- 
tain, and far less than what the 
approved budget calls for, leaving 
the hospital with a mountain of un- 
paid bills, dwindling supplies and 
threats that electricity and other 
essential services will be cut off or 
drastically curtailed. Suppliers of 
food, medicines, household goods 
and fuel have already refused to 
supply any more of their wares un- 
less they are paid. 

PROFESSOR Peter Vardi, the 
director of Barzilai, takes this all 
with philosophical calm. “To those 
who have it shall be given, from 
those who bave_not it shall be taken 
away." That, Vardi says, is the op- 
erative rule of bureaucratic society, 
and the peripheral hospitals, while 
by no means the only ones in trou- 
ble, are the hardest hit by the 
squeeze. “In the big medical centres 
you have more room to maneuver,” 
he says. “If vour spectroscope 
breaks down, ttfere's a good chance 
that another lab in the building has 
one, and you can take your samples 
and examine them there; In a small 


hospital, you have one of every- 
thing. And if that goes, you're in 
trouble.” 

As' for the curtailment of services, 
Vardi was insistent that “this is not a 
protest move, nor is it the imposition 
of -sanctions. It is nothing more nor 
less than an attempt to save money 
so that we can buy vital supplies like 
food and drugs until the end of the 
month. We have not dosed our 
out-patient clinics. At this point 
there is no justification for dosing 
them. What we have done is to order 
that no laboratory or X-ray tests be 
done unless necessary for the pa- 
tient’s immediate welfare and that 
only aaite cases be admitted. ” 

This, Vardi says, means that the 
doctors, who are on salary, are on 
duty in the out-patient clinics and 
examine the patients, treating them 
as best they can without further 
diagnostic procedures. 

*‘We have only so much of certain 
expensive laboratory reagents and 
serums until the eud of the month. 
There is no money to buy more, so 
we must save them for urgent ex- 
aminations.” 

“Right now, we are favoured by 
good weather,” the British-born for- 
mer pediatritian added. “If the 
weather changes, then we will have 
to dose the out-patient depart- 
ments, because it will be too cold to 
examine patients without heat, and 
it’s obvious that I can’t heat clinics 
and offices when there isn't enough 
fuel for wards and nurseries.”

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THE HOSPITAL'S business mana- 
ger, Ami Greitzer, is less philo- 
sophic about the situation. 

“Look at this.” he exclaims. “Pa- 
tients should not be made to suffer in 
this mess, which is striking at the 
totally helpless.” 

He describes how shortages, of 
everything from toilet paper to food, 
plague him throughout the month 
and goes on: “Then there's the prob- 
lem of X-ray and lab machinery that 
breaks down, but there's no money 
to fix it. The patient suffers a great 
deal when he or she has to come back 
three or four times for the same test 
because the machine wasn't per- 
forming reliably. " 

Greitzer explains that costs, 
already too high, are increased by 
the waste of expensive reagents 
when tests have to be repeated, or 
when Jarge-size film designed for 
adult chest X-rays is used to get a 
picture of the hand of a two-year- 
old, because you can’t buy any more 
small film. This triples, even quadru- 
ples, the cost of the film. The same 
thing happens when you have to use 
large syringes because there are no 
more small ones. 

“We aren't parasites.” says Greit- 
zer. “We give service to people who 
are insured in health funds, but the 
health funds pay the Treasury, not 
us. We are being denied the cash we 
need to operate, but we are still 
expected to provide medical services 
for 150.000 residents. It’s absolutely 
impossible." 

GREITZER IS not the only person 
in the hospital management system 
who feels that the Treasury is not 
behaving properly in using allocated 
cash as a whip to force the Health 
Ministry to cut its upcoming budget. 

Referring to Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak ModaTs description of his 
method of operation to The Jeru- 
salem Post last week as "opening the 


tap a little.. .dosing the tap.. .then 
opening a little once more." Greit- 
zer snaps: "Maybe Moda’i should let 
a plumber do the job instead of 
himself." 

In answer to a call from the hospit- 
al pharmadst. Vardi went to the 
pharmacy. There he was presented 
with orders for medirines. He ex- 
amined each order. “Do we have to 
have this? How much is there in 
stock?" 

When the pharmacist explained 
thar there was not enough of one 
vital preparation to treat a single 
serious bum case, Vardi signed, 
saying, as he looked at the sheaf of 
papers in her hand. " That's 40 mil- 
lion shekels, you know.” 

The pharmacist shook her head... 
“That’s just the thing we absolutely 
must have because we're out of them 
completely. The other medi- 
rines... well. there’s still a bit left. 
Not much, but a bit.” 

Walking around the crowded hos- 
pital. Vardi explained that after 
salaries are paid, they need a mini- 
mum of IS2 billion a month just to 
keep going. In recent months, they 
have received only a small fraction of 
this sum. A day in hospital costs 
IS60.000 per patient just for care and 
supplies. “Any improvements we 
make must be squeezed from other 
sources." 

SPEAKING OF donors, Greitzer 
said thar outlying hospitals attract 
less money than the big hospitals in 
the cities, where highly specialized 
and sophisticated departments get a 
lot of publicity. One recalled the 
remark of the hospital director who 
said. “After all, you can't put a 
plaque on someone's appendec- 
tomy. can you?" 

So in the end. the money that is 
donated goes to establish more units 
for open-heart surgery, although 
many Israeli surgeons say that there 
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ar? quite enough already, and better 
use should be made of them. But 
every hospital wants one because 
they mean prestige and publicity 
and, ultimately, more funds. 

The same is true of departments 
for sophisticated equipment, like 
CAT scanners for diagnosis. There 
are enough, but they only work a few 
hours a day, and the hospital that 
does not have one has to ask for 
favours from the richer facility: there 
is no official obligation to provide 
this service. In the end. the hospital 
without this million dollar service is 
forced to look for some way to 
acquire one so that patients will not 
have to wait weeks or months for 
examination. 

Although the Barzilai Nedical 
Centre does implant pacemakers, it 
does not have a heart catheterization 
or an open-heart surgery unit. Vardi 
thinks this would be a waste. The 
hospital does, however, have good 
departments of pediatrics, internal 
medicine, genera! surgery, - der- 
matology, urology and psychiatry, 
and the corresponding out-patient 
clinics. There is also a school for 
registered nurses, where about 30 
nurses will graduate this year. 

Vardi is not at all happy about 


curtailing services. The 58-year-old 
physician knows too well that there 
is no dear line between so-called 
elective surgery or hospitalization 
and the things that are immediate. 

“Ea^Ji case must be decided on its 
merits.” he said. “One prostate 
surgery may be elective, and a few 
weeks' wait, while uncomfortable 
for the patient, will not harm him. 
Another man may be in danger of 
developing a urinary infection from 
the catheter, so in his case the “elec- 
tive" surgery is essential. The same 
thing is true of all the electiv e proce- 
dures.” 

Despite the situation at Barzilai, 
the patients and the staff are calm 
and the atmosphere is unstrained. 
On the day thus was written, the 
hospital was celebrating National 
Nurses' Day and the hospital, lo- 
cated in the bean of the country’s 
flower nurseries, was wreathed in 
flowers of every kind sent in by the 
grovyers who. together with their 
families regard Barzilai as “our hos- 
pital." 

Looking at the calendar, Vardi 
and Greitzman were both worried. 
“Eight more days in the month... if 
nothing unexpected happens we just 
might make it... almost. 
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for the stuff of which memories are made, treat 
some fine cuisine and old world ambience at the 
American Colony Hotel.

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WHAT do PEOPLE in Washing- 
ton talk about these days at anlsraeli 
Embassy diplomatic reception? 

Reporters and other guests had a 
ebance to find out this week when 
Ambassador Meir Rosen ne hosted a 
wine and hors-d'oeuvre party to bid 
farewell to the embassy’s popular 
congressional liaison, Oded Eran 
who is returning to the Foreign 
Ministry in Jerusalem. It was also an 
opportunity to introduce his succes- 
sor, Neville Lamdan. to the 
Washington scene. 

There were scores of Republican 
and Democratic senators, repre- 
sentatives and congressional staffers 
at the affair— as well as many Jewish 
political activists involved in prom- 
oting strong U.S. -Israeli ties on 
Capitol Hill. Among those who 
came to say goodbye to Eran were 
Democratic Senators Daniel Inouye 
of Hawaii, Howard Metzenbaum of 
Ohio, Frank Lautenberg of New 
Jersey and the recently-elected Paul 
Simon of Illinois. They were joined 
by Democratic Congressmen Larry 
Smith of Florida, Mel Levine of 
California and many others. The 
White House liaison to the Jewish 
community, Marshall Breger, a Re- 
publican, was also present. 

Over the years, the job of congres- 
sional liaison at the embassy" has 
become increasingly important. He 
is charged with monitoring Congres- 
sional activity and sentiment regard- 
ing Israel and the Middle East. Con- 
gress, of course, plays a crucial role 
in shaping U.S. foreign policy. Bui 
understanding its ins and outs is one 
of the most complex aspects of 
Washington. 

There are 100 senators and 43S 
representatives plus thousands of 
staffers involved in the complicated 
process of lawmaking. Following the 
sessions of the various committees 
and subcommittees dealing with 
foreign affairs seems never- ending. 


Getting a grip on Washington 


The parliamentary procedures can 

be mind boggling. Getting a real grip 
on the subject takes years. Thus, the 
congressional liaison is certainly one 
of the most challenging jobs at the 
Israeli Embassy. Lamdan. by all 
accounts a talented diplomat with a 
solid track record in the Foreign 
Ministry, will not have it easy. 

IN RECENT YEARS. Israel has 
been blessed with some first-rate 
operatives who have filled that role - 
Amos Eran. Zvi Rafiah and Yitzhak 
Lior to name three of the best. They 
established contacts on Capitol Hill 
which proved invaluable for Israel to 
this very day. 

Besides most of the accredited 
Israeli diplomats and military 
attaches in Washington at the recep- 
tion. there were also several officials 
from the Democratic and Republi- 
can National Committees. The 
Embassy's congressional liaison is 
charged with dealing with these 
groups. That has meant attending 
the parties* national conventions ev- 
ery four years as well as many other 
mini- conferences. 

In dealing directly with Congress, 
by the way. the Israeli Embassy is 
doing exactly what virtually every 
other embassy in Washington does. 
The British. French and even Soviet 
Embassies have specialists assigned 
to Capitol Hill - just as the U.S. 
Embassy in Tel Aviv has political 
officers who regularly work the 
Knesset. 

Thus, the reception was clearly 
top heavy in terms of politicos. That, 
in turn, was reflected in the con- 
versations. The main subjects - 
beyond the normal gossip of

bureaucratic infighting in Washing- 
ton - included the plight of Ethio- 
pian Jewry. Ariel Sharon’s libel suit 
against Time magazine, the Israeli 
economy, and other issues which 
have lately received enormous pub- 
licity in the U.S. news media. For the 
most part, the day’s newspaper 
headlines and television news broad- 
casts continue to shape political dis- 
course in the U.S. capital. 

There was. however, also con- 
siderable talk of Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin's upcoming visit to 
Washington and the behind-the- 
scenes elbowing to secure a meeting 
for him with President Reagan at the 
White House. There was also talk of 
more specific issues involving Israel 
and Congress, such as the forthcom- 
ing 198b~ fiscal year foreign aid bill 
which President Reagan is about to 
release as well as any new arms sales 
to Saudi Arabia and other 'moder- 
ate' Arab states. Congress, under 
U.S. law, can play a critical role in 
affecting the final outcome on both 
of those matters. 

THERE WAS NO shortage of opin- 
ions. although a consensus among 
many of the staunchly pro-Israeli 
Americans at the reception seemed 
to emerge on the matter of increased 
U.S. economic and military aid to 
Israel. They agreed that the position 
taken by Secretary of State George 
Shultz, ultimately, would be deci- 
sive. 

Shultz is highly respected on Capi- 
tol Hill. He is regarded as a strong

supporter of Israel. He is' also an 
economist. If he pushes hard for aid 
increases to Israel. Congress can be 
expected to follow suit. But if he 
hesitates, the Israeli programme will 
be in trouble. 

Some things said at the reception 
were not exactly what Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres and others in Jeru- 
salem would like to hear. There was 
broad agreement that Israel will 
have to be considerably more con- 
vincing in coming to grips with its 
inflationary and budget headaches. 
People in Washington are waiting 
for more sweeping austerity mea- 
sures and structural changes in the 
Israeli economy. 


Shultz is far from certain that 

Israel has done everything possible 
to get its house in order. This was 
expected to emerge as his major 
message to Rabin next week. 

The" Secretary, after all. will have 
to testify before the House and the 
Senate in support of the aid to Israel. 
What he says will be critical in shap- 
ing the attitudes of tough-minded 
legislators who are. pressing hard to 
curtail America’s own growing 
budget deficit. The U.S. economy 
and"dol!ar may be very strong right 
now. but the mood in Washington is 
determined to cut federal spending 
across the board. This, therefore, is 
not exactly the most propitious mo- 
ment for Israel to appeal for in- 
creased financial assistance. 

There was also a sort of resigna- 
tion among many of the guests that 
President Reagan would propose a 
new F-15 fighter sale to Saudi Arabia 
in the coming months, probably in- 
volving 40 additional planes plus all 
sorts of related hardware and mis- 
siles. 

There was no clear strategy ex- 
pressed at the reception about how 
Israel and its friends in Congress 
should best respond. Again. Israel 
was likely to be faced with a no-win 
situation. Strongly resisting the sale 
would seriously irritate the Adminis- 
tration at a time when Israel is more 
dependent on U.S. support than 
ever before. But those planes also 
could pose a long-term danger to 
Israel's qualitative edge in aerial 
comabt. Thus, there are pitfalls 
either way. 

THE BETTING, however, was that 
Jordan would not do well in 


Washington this year. King Hussein; 
they felt, would probably turn to 
Britain in the coming months for 
new fighters. Saudi Arabia would.be 
asked to finance such a deal. There is 
no great political desire in the 
Reagan Administration to push hard 
for an F-16 sale to Jordan right now. 
And Jordan is not all that anxious to 
go with the less sophisticated F-20. 

There was considerable 
apprehension about the Ethiopian 
Jews with a general recognition that 
the less said publicly about the mat- 
ter right now, the better. Many 
voices in Congress have spoken out 
through private diplomatic channels 
in calling for some action. Their 
voices have been heard in various 
African countries which are ex- 
tremely sensitive to their own images 
in Washington, especially m connec- 
. tion with U.S. foreign aid. The law- 
makers. however, are refraining 
from going public at this time. 

Sharon, by the way, may not be 
the most popular Israeli in Washing- 
ton. but atthe reception, most of the 
Americans were basically hoping he 
would smash Time which has long 
had a reputation among the pro- 
Israeli crowd in the U.S. as harbour- 
ing anti- Israeli views. Ironically, 
many of the Israelis, while not very 
fond of Time, seemed' to have an 
over-riding concern that a Sharon 
victory would help him politically 
back in Israel - a development they 
openly feared. 

Rosenne, as usual, was a gracious 
host, personally welcoming every- 
one. He can be quite charming on 
such occasions. He has a very good 
sense of humour. Since arriving in 
Washington nearly two years ago, he 
has travelled widely across the coun- 
try pushing Israel’s cause. His sche- 
dule is always busy.

Our PM gets carried away by his 
encounters with visiting scholars. 
Apparently under the influence of 
meeting Claude Levi-Strauss, he 
bombarded a group of visiting U.S. 
Congressmen with quotes from Paul 
Valery. Emile Zola and other French 
thinkers. However he did produce 
one quote from Levi-Strauss that 
went down well. Talkingof the PLO. 
Peres quipped that “with the wrong 
scales balance, you can never have 
the right weight." 

Ezer Weizman produced a dandy 
quote when talking to Yahad sup- 
porters in Ashkelon about con- 
straints on ministers in the national 
unity government, saving. “Each 
minister has his ‘Denver boot' stop- 
ping him from proceeding as he 
wishes.” 

THE NO. 2 MAN at the Foreign 
Ministry. Hanaa Baron, now has 
another duty - political adviser to 
President Chaim Herzog, who will 
be travelling abroad frequently. 
Apart from an already confirmed 
visit to Europe and Ireland, the 


government will have to weigh up 
invitations to the President's Resi- 
dence from Oceania and South East 
Asia. 

TOURISM MINISTER Avraham 
(Abrasha) Sharir only recently urged 
ail Israelis to fly our national airline. 
Pity he doesn't practise what he 
preaches. Last week he flew with 
wife Rivka by TWA to New York, 
on a two-week trip. The Sharirs were 
last at the Waldorf-Astoria in Octo- 
ber. also to promote tourism. Minis- 
try spokesman Deyora Ganani 
claims her boss had ‘‘important con- 
sultations in Paris. ’’ They must have 
been very brief. His TWA 803 flight 
left Ben-Gurion Airport at 7.10 
a. in., reaching De Gaulle at 10.55. 
with his connecting flight for JFK 
departing at 12 noon. Maybe he 
should have used the phone instead? 
That same morning there was a 
direct El AJ flight to JFK from B-G 
via Montreal, leaving at 8.30. 

The Sharirs are also booked to fly 
back home via Madrid (“for con- 
sultations with Spanish officials”), 
taking the last lap aboard Iberia. The 
minister seems to have forgotten 
that El Al has flights from Madrid. 

Perhaps ministerial neglect of our 
airline could be on the agenda of the 
new cabinet committee on aviation 
and tourism, the chairmanship of 
which is being jockeyed for by Shar- 
ir, Transport Minister Hahn Corfu 
and Economic Coordination Minis- 
ter Gad Va’acobi. They might also 
ask why Arik Sharon flew via Swiss- 
air, first class (flight 333 from 
Zurich to JFK) with wife Lily and 
aide Uri Dan on his last trip to New 
York.

• IS JSRAEL going to be known for 
.jbjinrfcmngfcs friends in Lebanon as. 
'.a ftffldt'Of the withdrawal of the 
Israel Defence Forces? 

; contrast to information publi- 
cised by the media during the past 
^ear. which paints a picture of total 
ejumryto Israel in South Lebanon. 
Israel actually has many true friends 
there- These friends are now in dan- 
ger. and it is Israel’s moral duty to 
make sure that this danger is elimin- 
ated, or at least minimized. 

It' should be made clear that these 
frifefids include not' only individuals 
who have assisted Israel’s security 
forchs and the Israeli authorities in 
general during the past two and a 
half- years. Most of these will be 
looked after by the agencies with 
V6bm they were connected. 

Vi refer rather to Lebanese citizens 
and'to whole communities who. out 
of. conviction, reached out to Israel 
via its representatives, hoping that' 
foe occupation of South Lebanon by 
Israel was the beginning of a new era 
of friendship and cooperation with a 
modem, civilized, democratic and 
developed nation. 

.Through cultivating open and 
. friendly relations with the Israeli 
authorities, these people believed 
they were creating the necessary 
atmosphere for peace with Israel. 
All of them believed that peaceful 


coexistence with us was the real 
peace, whether ratified by signed 
documents or not. 

Out of this belief, they declared by 
word and deed their support to 
Israel’s representatives in South 
Lebanon. Showing great courage, 
they appeared in public with and 
opened their homes to Israeli milit- 
ary officers; they came to Israel 
frequently; they spoke on the radio 
and appeared on television in 
Israel’s favour, exposing themselves 
daily to mortal danger. 

This danger has now become very 
real for many of them, in addition to 
the disappointment which they must 
feel at the sight of tbeir aspirations 
for a “new era" of peace and coop- 
eration with Israel ending in naught. 

IT IS IMPOSSIBLE, for obvious 
reasons, to mention the names of all 
the Christians, Shi’ites, Sunnis, and 
Druse who have been true friends of 
Israel. A superfluous word could 
seal tbeir death warrants in a country 
in which human life has long ceased 
to have any value. 

However, one can and should 


speak about the communities, begin- 
ning with the Maronite Christians. 
Here again, the media have been 
unfair to Israel’s friends, by creating 
the feeling that the Christians have 
“betrayed" Israel, that they didn't 
‘‘deliver the goods" when required, 
that in Israel's diffi cult moments 
their voice was not heard loud and 
clear and so forth. 

These accusations may be true, 
but they can be explained against the 
background of the circumstances as 
seen by the Christian side, the most 
important of these being the out- 
come of the feet that the Syrians 
were left on Lebanese soil and that 
the PLO had been left too long in 
Beirut. 

There is no point in explaining to 
our Christian friends the 
tremendous public opposition in 
Israel to the operations in this war, in 
the same way that it would be futile 
to explain to the Israeli public that 
the Christians in Lebanon expected 


Israel to liberate their country from 
the Syrians with minimum participa- 
tion bn their side, at least in the 
actual fighting. 

On both" sides. Christians 
and Israelis were guilty of over- 
expectation. The Israelis exagger- 
ated the ability of the “Lebanese 
Forces" to participate actively in the 
battle of Beirut, while the Christians 
over-emphasized the Israeli govern- 
ment’s ability to activate its military 
forces limitlessly. 

Yet. taking all the disillusionment 
into consideration, one should re- 
member that the Christians in South 
Lebanon, especially the Maronites. 
depend on Israel for their survival. 
They are cur off from Beirut, and 
their local military force, especially 
in the Sidon area and the Kharrub 
district, is small. The Druse from the 
east hate them and must be now 
lurking in anticipation of the Israeli 
withdrawal in order to fall upon 
them. The memory of the 1860 mas- 


sacre of hundreds of Christians in the 
south by the Druse has never been 
erased. 

It is no wonder that many Christ- 
ians from the Jezzine area are now- 
packing up and moving southwards 
with the Israeli army. 

But such migration will not solve 
the problem. Israel has an obligation 
to find a solution for the security of 
the Christians in the south, as parr of 
its plans for the withdrawal. If Israel 
leaves These Christians to their fate, 
its credibility will receive a mortal 
.blow. 

Moreover, long overdue as 
Israel’s withdrawal - at least from 
the western part of South Lebanon - 
is. it must be coupled with agree- 
ments. Israel is a responsible sfate. 
and just as its invasion of Lebanon 
was correctly presented as an action 
stemming from a conviction of re- 
sponsibility. so that same feeling of 
responsibility must accompany the 
withdrawal. " 

For the sake of its future relations 
with the Lebanese people and the 
Arab world. Israel cannot turn her 
back on friends and foes alike, when 


It’s a red herring, Mr. Sharon

THANK YOU, Ariel Sharon, for 
proving that Time is not what it is 
cracked up to be. Thank you for 
saving my honour, that of Israel and , 
indeed of the entire Jewish people. 
Thank you in the name of those who 
gave their lives in the war in Leba- 
non 1 : for those in Sabra and Shatilla, 
and in the name of the thousands of 
wounded who will never be the same 
again.

Yes, you did it. Even if you re- 
ceive only a dime in compensation, 
you did it. You fought legions of 
lawyers, backed by unlimited re- 
sources, and sat impassive as they 
tried to tear you to pieces, gallantly 
fighting for me, my country and my 
people. Thank you. 

I knew you would win . You always 
do. I remember your spokesman. 
Uri Dan. telling me so in a 3 a.m. 
telephone call two years ago: “Look 
at your watch,” he said. “We work 
all the time, and that is why we will 
be victorious m the end. “And he 


was right. You were victorious in the 
end. After all, then you were only 
' defence minister of a tiny little coun- 
try with less than four million peo- 
ple. And now, well, you are the 
saviour of the entire Jewish People. 

YOU HAVE been victorious, but 
you have not been vindicated. You 
have won a battle, but you have not 
justified a war. You have proven 


that one sentence in one paragraph 
pertaining to one incident, was a lie. 
but you have yet to prove that you 
know the meaning of the word 
“truth.” 

For the truth and you are diamet- 
rically opposed, as the government 
discovered in June 1982. when Op- 
eration Peace for Galillee was bull- 
dozed into a war that has yet to end. 
Is it not ironic that on the same day 


the jury came back into Judge Abra- 
ham Sofaer's courtroom with the 
good news for you. me. Israel and 
the Jewish people, three more men 
were buried and eight more hospital- 
ized in the war you engineered by 
manipulating the truth to ypur col- 
leagues around the cabinet table.

they are at each others' throats. 

MUCH COULD have been done to 
bring together the Shi’ites and the 
Christians in the south. The Shi'ites, 
especially the Amal leadership in 
South Lebanon, were very 
apprehensive of the alliance which 
began to be forged between Mustafa 
Sa’ad. the Sunni leader of Sidon. 
whose house was blown up on Janu- 
ary' 21, and Druse leader Walid 
Jumblatt. the arch-enemy of the 
Christians and the Syrian puppet. 

Although very suspicious of the 
intentions of the Christian Lebanese 
Forces and worried about their milit- 
ary power, the Shi’ites on the whole 
were ready to form a Shi'iie- 
Christian alliance to block a Sunni- 
Druse-Palestinian one. Such an 
alliance in the south is the only 
guarantee for the relative security of 
both Christians and Shi'ites in South 
Lebanon. 

Such an alliance would also have 
another great advantage; it could 
form a sound popular basis for the 
entrance of Lebanese Army units to 
the south, which means the reopen- 
ing of foe route to Beirut. For the 
Shi'ites. this means reunion with 
their brothers in the sourhem quar- 
ters of Beirut which are inhabited by- 
Shi 'ites: and for the Christians it 
means reunion with the Christian. 


by cabinet regulation was, of course, 
of no consequence to you. Regula- 
tions. after all. are for the meek and 
the mild. Not for those who have to 
carry the responsibility for the entire 
Jewish nation on their shoulders. 
And. anyway, democracy is but a 
means for you. and not an end. How 
can it be when even so sacrosanct an 
institution as a government- 
appointed commission of inquiry 
headed by a chief justice, has no 
relevance for you. 

You won 3 legal victory and 
now revel in it. You, who have never 
missed an opportunity since foe 
Kahan Commission handed down its 
findings to deride the law. You 
know. I know, and we all should 
know, that when you decided to sue 
Time you were, in fact, taking Jus- 


strongholds in Eastern Beirut and 
Junia. 

Israel must strive to secure this 
Shi’ite-Christian proximity for 
another reason: preventing the re- 
establishment of PLO bases in foe 
south. Since both Christians and 
Shi'ites oppose this, their coopera- 
tion would be to Israel's benefit and 
in line with the objectives of Opera- 
tion Peace for Galilee. To sum up.* 
there should be withdrawal - but 
with proper arrangements to prevent 
chaos and to care for friendly com- 
munities. 

As for Israel's individual friends, 
there is no question about the need 
to save them. Each one should be 
offered the hospitality of this coun- 
try. either to live in or to use as a 
place of refuge or transit until condi- 
tions stabilize in Lebanon. These 
individuals and their families must 
be saved. 

In the tumult and flurry of activity 
accompanying the withdrawal, one 
can already discern the familiar phe- 
nomenon in which yesterday’s sup- 
porters are today regarded as a bur- 
den. Even if they are a burden, it is 
our dut>' to carry it. if we want any 
friends in foe future.

Condemning terror

IN AN ARTICLE “Updating 
Halacha" (.November 30) I wrote: 
“Fundamentalists like (Rabbi J. 
David) Bleich can only conclude that 
God must have wanted all adult 
males in the camp of Israel's enemies 
to.be slain.” 

•Rabbi Bleicb, head of Yeshiva: 
University in New York, protests tn 
a letter to The Jerusalem Post that 
my article has seriously mis-stated 
his position regarding acts of terror- 
ism committed by Jews, and encloses 
. m article of his own on this same 
>abject published in the American 
Jewish religious periodical Sh’ma. 

The piece is entitled “Terror must 
be Condemned, not Condoned." He 
admits that some observant Jews, 
faced with Arab terrorism agaiDst 
orthodox settlers in the West Bank, 
haye “taken matters into their own 
hands." They contend, he adds, that 
Jewish law “sanctions and even man- 
dates the acts of terrorism which 
they promulgate.” 

But Bleich refutes this view abso- 
lutely. He gives us to understand 
that Arab hostility and terrorism 
w$ re predicted in the Holy Writings. 
TTq& Lord warned that’ when his 
pciple returned to the land of their 
forefathers, they would be sur- 
rounded by enemies. (His source is 
Nahraanides interpreting a passage 
in Leviticus). 

THESE ENEMIES have a role to 
play, they represent the punishment 
and affliction which must be suffered 
until the Jewish people confess to 
tbeir iniquity. Only “when repent- 
ance is complete." says Bleich, 
"then will iniquity be entirely for- 
given and Israel restored to a posi- 
tion of favour in the eyes of God.” 

Obviously, he goes on. the Jews of 
Israel must defend themselves 


against these enemies. “Human life 
may be taken when it is clear that the 
individual is intent upon an act of 
aggression.” But “mere unsubstanti- 
ated suspicion of homicidal intent is 
not sufficient to permit the taking of 
a human life. Moreover, there is no 
dispensation to take the life of a 
pursuer (that -is a-pursuing enemy) if 
the danger can be obviated by less 
drastic measures.” 

The Gemara states (Sanhedrin 
72a): “If foe matter is dear to you as 
the sun that he is not at peace with 
you, slay him; if not, do not slay 
him.” 

THE RABBI goes further. A pas- 
sage in Samuel n concerning King 
David and foe Gibeonites, as inter- 
preted by Rashi (and amplified by R. 
Meir Simha Ha’Cohen in Meshech 
Hochma), leads to tbe condusion 
that whereas murdering a Jew is 
homiride, murdering a non-Jew is 
both homicide and hiiul ha' S hem. a 
profanation of foe Divine Name. 

Bleich condudes: “Tbe applica- 
tion of these sources to acts of terror- 
ism committed by Jews against non- 
Jews is clear.” Offences like hurling 
a grenade into Birzeit University or 
placing bombs in Arab buses cannot 
be sanctioned. “Such actions must 
be condemned as violating both the 
letter and the spirit of Jewish law. 
Moreover it is dear that, if foe 
identity of the perpetrators is 
known, failure to bring those indi- 
viduals to justice would constitute 
hiiul ha’Shem in foe eyes of all.” 

I am glad to help clarify Rabbi 
Bleich’s stand on this important 
moral issue and to apologize for 
implying that he might have thought 
differently.

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IT IS A FAIR guess that most im- 
migrants to Israel, if not all. and not 
only those from the comfortable 
West, have at various times experi- 
enced periods of defeatism, in which 
they believed, as Louis Rapoport 
reported in his article, “Going 
Away” in last Friday’s magazine, 
“that the negative... has started to 
outweigh the positive... and that it 
just isn’t worth it anymore 

It would be unnatural if they 
didn't. Immigration is always a diffi- 
cult (process, and sometimes a 
traumatic one. 

When I sought to gain an under- 
standing of the phenomenon of yeri- 
da - emigration - a few years ago, I 
was at first surprised to learn that 
millions of European immigrants to 
the U.S. returned to their countries 
of origin when life in America 
proved too difficult for them or when 
their American dream went bust. 

Similarly, studies have shown that 
in foe early decades of this century, 
90 per cent of foe European immig- 
rants to Australia left that country. 

In the pre-state Zionist Yishuv, 
too, significant proportions of the 
early newcomers left. Many of the 
“heroic" members of the Second 
Aliya, who had grown up on foe 
idealistic and romantic tales of their 
First Aliya predecessors, were 
shocked to find that numbers of their 
idols had sold out on their ideals. 
Some abandoned tbeir own Zionist 
ideals and left. Others committed 
suicide in fits of despondency. 

Scores of thousands who had 
come in the Third and Fourth AKyot 
of the early 1 920s left in the shakeout 
of foe depression which hit Palestine 
in foe latter part of that decade. A 
few thousand even left the “corrupt, 
bourgeois” pioneering Yishuv to re- 
turn to the Soviet Union to partici- 
pate in building a “truer socialism.” 
They, of course, were among the 
first to go in the Great Purges of the 
1930s. 

One thing that shocked me was to 
learn that hundreds of olim had left 
Jewish Palestine in 1939 to return to 
Poland and other countries in East- 
ern Europe on the very eve of World 
War II and foe Holocaust in which 
they and their children were con- 
sumed. But then they did not share 
foe benefit of my hindsight. 

Most of foe yordim of the difficult 
years of foe early 1950s were ohm of 
the 1930s and even Holocaust survi- 
vors who had arrived in Palestine in 
the heady years of 1945-48, who had . 
come when they had no alternatives 
but left when the first alternatives 
opened up. Thousands of these yor-' 
dim even went back to the Jewish 
graveyard that was post-war Ger- 
many. 

Today’s Israel was and is being

built up and won by those olim who 
stuck it out through wars, foe burden 
of military, service, personal be- 
reavement, economic difficulties 
and periods of funk, despondency 
and disappointment over foe un- 
avoidable gap between tbeir early 
idealistic visions of Israel as a perfect 
society and foe far from perfect 
reality. 

BEFORE I DON my “doctrinaire 
Zionist and pious commentator” 
mantle in taking on foe thrust of the 
arguments which legitimize yerida, 
let me set the record straight on 
some facts, facts on which many of 
the arguments in my colleague's arti- 
cle were based. 

First: Yerida has not been growing 
in recent years. On the contrary, in 
the last three years it has declined. It 
may, however, grow again, especial- 
ly if foe cause of legitimizing it makes 
headway. 

The Labis Report figure of 
350,000-500,000 yordim in foe U.S. 
alone, was a scare figure which was 
totally unfounded when it was pub- 
lished five years ago. No one knows 
how many yordim there are, for 
yerida also presumes intention to 
leave for good, and hardly anyone 
leaving announces such an intention. 

But there are absolute figures for 
tbe total number of Israelis who, 
over foe past 36 years, have left and 
not come back after a year and that 
total is about 350,000 (including ab- 
out 30,000 Israeli Arabs). Not all of 
these are yordim. and only slightly 
more than half are believed to be in 
foe U.S. 

Second: We are entering difficult 
economic times, but there is abso- 
lutely no basis for a statement con- 
cerning the “recent 40 per cent ero- 
sion in wages suffered by most Israeli 
workers.” Neither recent nor long- 
term. At most, foe figure is some- 
where between 10 and 15 ver cent. 

Third: 1 don't know foe Cowans, 
who are quoted in the article. But I 
do know that any Israeli family that 
can’t make ends meet on a monthly 
net income of 5750, which is way 
above foe average family income, 
had no business coming here in the 
first place. The person in the 
Absorption Ministry responsible for 
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an ad that says that an average 
Western family needs about $1,200 a 
month to live in Israel- should be 
summarily dismissed, and possibly 
even sent on yerida as a punishment. 

But why publish a special guide- 
line for Western olim? Do they pos- 
sess several more chromosomes than 
foe rest of us Asiatics? Should we 
really aim at creating a different 
Israel for Ethiopian Jews than for 
those of us from foe West? 

A good part of the problems faced 
by people such as the Cowans de- 
rives specifically from the belief that 
it is reasonable to strive to achieve 
and maintain an American middle 
class standard of living. 

Given Israel's basic economic 
limitations, this will never be possi- 
ble for more than a very small num- 
ber of people. And it should not be 
set as a goal, either public or private, 
to strive for. 

WHICH BRINGS me back to my 
unabashed "doctrinaire Zionism.” 
It may be corny, but foe old song 
"Anu bartu anza livnot ulehibanot 
ba " (“We have come to Israel to 
build and to be built by her") is as 
true today as it was at any time in the 
past 65 years. 

Those of us who came to this 
country voluntarily (and many who 
were brought here and taken in as 
hapless refugees) are very legiti- 
mately into self-realization. But the 
only self-realization that can work, 
in the sense of giving one a true sense 
of fulfilment, is that which is deeply 
bound up with a sense of participa- 
tion in the adventure of nation- 
building that is Israel. 

What is so miguided about the 
“Going Away” article whose effect 
is to legitimize yerida is foe assump- 
tion that Israel is a “normal" coun- 
try. If Israel is normal, the argument 
goes, then foe very terms “aliya" 
and “yerida" are wrong and, as one 
interviewee put it. “racist in Amer- 
ican terms.” 

Israel is not normal in the sense 
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that it is still a very raw and un- 
finished society. What has misled so 
many olim in the past decade and a 
half (and so many veteran Israelis) is 
the belief that Israel is already a 
finished product and that one can 
therefore go all out for the self- 
realization of Numero Uno, and 
then sit back and enjoy. 

Israel is not normal and neither is 
aliya. The “normal" thing was to 
have remained in Morocco and Ye- 
men. To have stayed behind in Po- 
land and Germany and be consumed 
in the Holocaust, or in America and 
the rest of foe comfortable Galut and 
commit national suicide. 

Yerida for immigrants who have 
clearly made a mistake is not abnor- 
mal, as I tried to point out by citing 
foe early history of the U.S. and 
Australia. But "emigration for foe 
local born is definitely abnormal. 

I qualify as a veteran Israeli and I 
make my living writing and lecturing 
as a “pious commentator locked in a 
time' warp" mostly about what is 
wrong and demands change in 
Israel. . 

But I haven't heard of anyone who 
is leaving America because the U.S. 
fought in Vietnam or invaded Gre- 
nada, or is becoming more and more 
involved in trying to reverse the 
Nicaraguan revolution, or because it 
tolerates 10 million unemployed and 
continues to live with endemic rac- 
ism. Or, for that matter, because foe 
U.S. is involved together with foe 
Soviet Union in a nuclear-arms race 
which threatens to blow up • tbe 
world. 

THERE ARE many things wrong 
with Israel, none of them as bad as 
any of the above. What is so regrett- 


able about such articles as “Going 
Away" is foe impression created that 
“so many Israelis are running 
away." 

This is simply not true. But the 
simile of desertion is an apt one. 
Which brings me back to foe point 
about aliya and yerida. 

Aliya is not a racist term, because 
what it has always meant is not 
seeking to rise above anyone else, 
but transcending oneself. The idea 
of aliya can be an exhilarating one, 
on condition that one shares foe 
feeling that participating personally 
in the building of the Jewish nation.. 
and the returning of the Jewish peo-: 
pie to history have transcendental 
meanings in one's life. 

If one doesn’t share that feeling, 
it’s a free country and everyone has 
the right to arrange his own life 
according to his own lights, and even 
to "run away” if he so desires. 

Yordim or disappointed olim are 
not "scum” or “traitors." Former 
prime minister Yitzhak Rabin did 
not call yordim "excrement.” What 
he said was “ nefoktshel nemushot . " 
(a fall-out of weaklings). 

Strong words, indeed. But those 
of us who are determined to stick it 
out and struggle against what is bad 
in Israel, specifically because we 
have achieved so much of the origin- 
al dream, can understandably regard 
those who do choose to leave as 
deserters from that struggle . 

It is their right to desert. But that 
is no reason to legitimize and even 
glorify yerida. Nor is it any reason to 
become panicky about its magni- 
tude.

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THERE ARE two main meeting 
places for the jobless in Yeroham. 
The official one is the local employ- 
ment office, where hundreds of the 
.town’s estimated 700 jobless come 
daily to apply for unemployment 
compensation, register for jobs and 
to seek counselling. The second 
location - unofficial, but regularly 
well attended - is the local snooker 
parlour. 

There the jobless -predominantly 
young men in their early twenties - 
gather to play a rudimentary type of 
billiards on an aging table, whose 
faded green felt top is patched with 
black plastic tape over about a third 
of its scarred surface. There are also 
seven ancient, broken down pinball 
machines. There is always a crowd. 
The place opens at S a.m. and stay's 
open until late at night. 

The young men are usually refer- 
red to in official statistics as demobil- 
ized soldiers. That they are no longer 
mobile is evident - they seem to be 
stuck as if in some time warp in 
Israel's wilderness: the Negev. Not 
the blooming desert of the nearby 
Sde Boker. bur a forgotten comer of 
that wilderness. For the moment, 
they are people going nowhere in a 
tiny town headed in the same direc- 
tion. Many of them have been look- 
ing for work for more than a year. 

Aharon is one of them. A native of 
Yeroham. he lives at home with his 
parents. They are the only reason he 
remains in the town, he says. 

That, and also because he loves his 
birthplace. But he is nearing des- 
peration. He has been looking for 
regular work ever since he was de- 
mobilized some 18 months ago. 

The Israel Defence Forces taught 
Aharon to drive a semi-trailer, the 
biggest truck on the road. There 
should be lots of jobs for a well- 
trained driver with a dean record, 
like Aharon: in the Dead Sea 
Works, or the phosphate plant, or 
the bromide plant. Instead, the last 
job Aharon was offered at a local 
factory' was cleaning the floor. 

*i WOULDN’T MIND sweeping 
the floor,” says Aharon, “but they 
offered me IS9G.000 a month, not 
including transport." Without a car 
or regular bus service, it would be 
very difficult to travel from Yero- 
ham to and from the plant. "Besides. 
I get more than that on unemploy- 
ment." he add. 

“Something’s got to change,” says 
Yitzhak outside the snooker par- 
lour. “I come here from the employ- 
ment office. The only reason I get up 
in the morning is to go to the employ-

ment office. And they’ve got nothing 
for me.” Yitzhak is an IDF-trained 
heavy equipment operator and has 
been looking for a job since he was 
demobilized two years ago. He 
doesn’t mind working for IS90.000 
and did so as a tractor driver for 
several months - as long as the job 
lasted. “I don’t care what the salary 
is." he says. “I want to work. I want 
to earn a living.” 

Assi Arama is an unemployed 
ex-policeman who settled in Yero- 
ham in 1980. He claims be has not 
been able to find suitable work since 
losing his job due to a traffic acci- 
dent. for which he was found crimi- 
nally negligent and served four 
months in prison. Two months ago 
Arama decided it was time to do 
something about his situation and 
that of his fellow jobless. He orga- 
nized. the Committee to Save Yero- 
ham. 

The 12-member group has be- 
come an activist lobby for Yero- 
ham’s unemployed. Some two weeks 
ago, Arama represented his infor- 
mal constituency before the Knesset 
Labour and Social Affairs Commit- 
tee. Jobs are the only thing that can 
save Yeroham. he declared. At the 
same committee meeting were rep- 
resentatives of prominent Negev in- 
dustries. who promised to take on 


immediately about 70 Yeroham job 
seekers. 

But of the 24 workers the bromiSe 
plant committed itself to hire, two 
are employed today. Of the 15 semi- 
trailer drivers promised immediate 
employment, "six have been inter- 
viewed and promised - a second 
interview. The phosphate plant told 
the Knesset committee it would hire 
29 men - eight have been inter- 
viewed. and none employed. 

THERE HAVE BEEN other prom- 
ises. The Capital Investment Com- 
mittee. headed by Deputy Finance 
Minister Adiel Amora'i. released 
S68 million in frozen investment 
money over the past two months to 
help rehabilitate 163 faltering indus- 
tries nationwide, many of them in 
development towns. Such news 
makes little impression on a group of 
young men gathered around a table 
at Aliza’scafe in Yeroham ’s “down- 
town” - a nearly desolate commer- 
cial plaza, whose busiest enterprise 
is the town’s lone bank, a branch of 
Bank Hapoalim. 

The town centre is a large open 
square around an amoiphous mod- 
ern sculpture, lined on its sides with 
about 50 storefronts, about a dozen 
of which are in use. One of the two 
small cafes that remain open in this 


town of some 6.300 residents is the 
milk bar opened in 1965 by Yosef 
Haski. who proudly claims it is the 
oldest such establishment in town. 

Haski. a slight moustached man in 
his sixties, stood before prominently 
displayed colour picrures of Ariel 
Sharon. Menachem Begin and 
David Levy, and declared he had 
only one thing to say: "I’m fed up 
with you journalists. You only des- 
troy and distort things. Let the real- 
ity speak for itself. This place would 
be an oasis if only there were some 
decent human relations.” As if to 
prove his point. Haski turned away 
to serve a young Yerohamite: but 
only after insisting the child say 
“please.” 

The theme of Yeroham ‘s bad 
press was echoed next door, by one 
of the patrons of Aliza's cafe. 
“There’s not a person in this town 
who hasn’t been interviewed by 
some journalist.” says Ya'acov. an 
unemployed truck driver. “It’s just 
bad publicity for the town and 
doesn’t do any good." Asked if he 
had heard of the Amora’i commit- 
tee's plans. Ya’acov replied bitterly: 
“We’ve heard it before. Bring fac- 
tories here - there’s a- work force. 
But we’ve been hearing for four 
years about the beer factory that’s 
supposed to move here and employ 


100 workers - where is it? I went to 
Tel Aviv last week and was ashamed 
to say I’m from Yeroham.” 

Yitzhak, the jobless tractor driver 
who is willing to work for IS90.000 if 
he can find work, was a counsellor in 
a Histadrut youth club before he 
went into the army. He is bitter 
because the club had to close two 
years ago for lack of money. “Sixty 
per cent of the kids in my old club are 
in jail.”. he claims. “The only solu- 
tion for the youth is to leave.” 

MANY DO. but some can’t. Rahel 
Peretz. 22. stayed behind to help her 
younger sister care for their father, 
who lost his job of 16 years with the 
phosphate plant after suffering a 
hearr attack. Yehoshua Peretz is 
waiting for the hospital crisis to end 
so he can have his promised heart 
surgery, which has twice been post- 
poned. 

Rahel. a former clerk in the IDF 
Adjutancy Corps, reports regularly 
to the employment office, where her 
best offer has been a part-time clean- 
ing job paving IS20.000 a month. 
She would leave if she could and go 
north, with little apparent regret: 
•'There’s no future here,” she de- 
clares. “They should move the peo- 
ple out and make.it into an army 
base.” 


But there are some who aren't 
ready to give Yeroham up to the 
army or back to the desert. One is 
Lea Shakdiel. a native Jerusalemite 
who moved with her husband and 
children to the town in 1978. A 
member of the town council execu- 
tive. Shakdiel is a self-defined halm- 
zii who also teaches Jewish history at 
the “open university” affiliated with 
the local Ramat Hanegev College. 

“The problem with Yeroham 
since it was founded in 1951 is that 
it’s never been economically inde- 
pendent. It’s a town that exists on 
welfare, on handouts. And the help 
Yeroham gets doesn't lead to inde- 
pendence. just deeper depend- 
ence.” 

The answer for Yeroham - which 
she sees as a microcosm of the entire 
country - is high technology indus- 
try. which would attract talented 
people from outside and create civic 
pride among local residents, who 
would at last have something pro- 
ductive to do. 

THE HIGH TECH theme is shared 
by Haim Morak, the director of 
economic development for the local 
Project Renewal. Morak is sceptical 
of government investment promises 
and spends much of his time looking 
for foreign investors to help establish 


local hieh tcch industry He de- 
scribes Yeroham $ prrtWem as * 

• frustration cap” - a dismal area 
located where expectations have 
reached the level of available oppor- 
tunities. . . . - 

Morad conducted an intense 

employment survey for Project Rc- 
newafthot found twice the number 
of actual jobless - TOO- than listed in; 
the official State Empiovmcnt Scr-. 
vice statistics. In the prune 
vear old aue group, he found the

A few faciones could wipe »u. ( 
Yeroham’s chronic unemployment, 
problem. The influx of a high tech : 
industry or two could inject u '■wnu- 
lating core of new people and- 
perhaps catalvse a modest rcvnlti-- 
tion of rising expectations - and, 
achievement. But the IDF has with- 
drawn from the Sinai, and Yero..am 
has not become the new metropolis 

of the Negev - and it probably never 

will. , 

A random sampling of opinion 
about the prime minister’s 
announced intention to move maior 
industries to the Negev over the next 
10 vears found that Yeroham resi- 
dents do not take the idea seriousfv 
enough to scoff at it. 

Yeroham will probably alwjy* be 
a small town in the Negev. Another 
question is when will more of its 
people be able to be proud of living 
there. Times are bad and people 
there, in the words of one grocer, arc 
“just holding on. Bread and milk, 
that's all people are buying today." 
Another grocer says: “Half a bread 
and a bag of milk.” showing me his. 
unsold stock. “I'm an old man.” he 
adds, “and I swear to God I haven't 
sold a bottle of arak in a month. And . 
this is a Moroccan neighbourhood. " 

The prominent road signs on 
Yeroham's well marked main street 
direct the visitor to all the main 
points of interest, including what is 
euphemistically called the Lake 
Park. A stone dam several metres 
thick across a large wadi just outside 
the town traps rainwater for a sea- 
sonal lake. In better years, there 
were enough fish in the lake to tempt 
certain unscrupulous fisherman to 
extract their catch using explosives. - 

But this is a dry season. The lake 
bed extends cracked and arid. Avs:'. 
Arama thinks the "lake” should btr 
developed for tourism. 

But there is no lake. 1 point out. 
there is no rain. “There should He 
rain.” he replies, with a plaint some- 
how characteristic of Yeroham'. 


REUVEN DAFNI is a man of ac- 
tion. He was parachuted into his 
native Yugoslavia together with 
Hanna Szenes during- World War II. 
Being also .friendly and; angume na- 
tive. he- was later snatched- from 
Kibbutz Ein Gev (which he had 
helped found) and sent overseas 
again, this time to speak for the 
Jewish state-i n-the-ma king. 

In 1948, he was Israel's first 
consul-general in Los Angeles. “I 
have a bigger Jewish constituency 
than Ben-Gurion," he used to quip, 
being responsible at the time for 11 
states in the West. B-G for his part 
was prime minister of a new-born 
country, containing at the start less 
than one million inhabitants. 

The following year, a vote was to 
be taken at Lake Success on Israel’s 
application for LIN membership. It 
was a critical moment: could enough 
support be rallied? One day. the 
ambassador of a Latin American 
country buttonholed Israel's chief 
delegate. Abba Eban. A film festiv- 
al, he said, was being planned in his 
capital, and its sponsors were trying 
to drum up attendance. 

Eban looked puzzled. The ambas- 
sador persisted: “Unfortunately, 
Hollywood is unresponsive. The 
world’s movie-making capital shows 
no interest. How can we persuade 
cinema moguls and film actors to 
attend? Here is where you come in. 

“If anyone has influence in Holly- 
wood.’’ he went on. “it is you 
Israelis. Suppose you get these folk 
to patronize our event. I promise 
you in return seven Latin American 
votes in favour of your motion.” 

No sooner said than done. Eban 
was on the phone to Los Angeles, 
Dafni got the message, and went to 
see Dore Schary. studio head of 
MGM. "I spelled" out the urgency of 
the situation. In my presence. 
Schary called every Jew who mat- 
tered in Hollywood, from Jack War- 
ner down. ‘You’ve got to help,' he 
harked into the receiver. ‘Israel de- 
pends on it.’ ’’ 

A planeload of cinematic VIPs, 
including over 20 stars, rook off. The 
festival 'turned out to be a huge 
success, and Eban got not seven, but 
nine Latin American votes for the 
resolution. 

Asked about this last week. Eban 
introduced a note of caution: “You 
can never tell why countries vote as 
they do on issues not essential to 
their own interests. fm not at all 
sure- that the Latin Americans sup- 
ported us jtist for the reason you 
mention. Still." he grins, “the first 
pan of the story is true enough.” 

IN 1952. Dafni was appointed head 
of Israel’s Information Office for the 
Western Hemisphere in New York. 
Ben-Gurion was given a ticker-tape 
parade down Broadway. The enthu- 
siasm was tremendous. One indi- 
vidual was heard bellowing 
"Meslwgener. meshugener" at the 
top of his stentorian voice. He was 
detained by the police. Was he 
threatening New York's honoured 
guest? 

“Of course not." he protested. 
“I'm a Jew and the proudest man 
alive today. I wanted to call out 
something in- Yiddish, so that Ben- 
Gurion should hear his own lan- 
guage from us New Yorkers. The 
only Yiddish word I remember is 


Einstein 
of an idea

'meshugener.' So I shout * meshugen - 
er.‘ Pm sure he understands.” 

This early euphoria slowly abated . 
During the Fifties, tension rose 
with Egypt and Jordan. Israel coun- 
tered the terrorism of the fedayin by 
making reprisal raids, which dimi- 
nished its popularity abroad. Dafni 
racked his brains: “Independence 
Day was approaching and our name 
was mud. Couldn't I find someone of 
stature to side with us? 

“I suddenly thought of Albert 
Einstein. Perhaps he would speak up 
about Israel's good work in the 
scientific field? Eban and I went to 
meet him. — 

“He said he would speak - but not 
about scientific matters. He would' 
make a blunt statement about the 
political situation, pointing out how 
both the Communist and the West- 
ern powers were mistreating Israel. 

“When we heard this we were in 
the seventh heaven. I contacted the 
media. The name Einstein was 
enough: all the major TV networks 
agreed to make a coast-to-coast 
broadcast, something usually re- 
served for heads of state. I explained 
to Einstein that he would not have to 
leave his study. The TV crews would 
come to Princeton for the recording, 
and 80 million to 100 million viewers 
would be tuned in to him. 

“His response staggered me , yet 
I'm convinced it was made in perfect 
good faith: He said innocently in his 
native German. T shall yet become 
famous.’ 

“He never reached the vast audi- 
ence. On the same evening, it was a 
Friday, he was taken to hospital. On 
the Monday he was dead — the day 
before the Independence Day 
celebrations. The broadcast was 
never made. I still have his letter 
agreeing to make it.” 

On checking in Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica (to make sure of the date) I 
stumbled across the following con- 
firmation of Dafni's story: “On 


April 18. 1955, Einstein died in his 
sleep in Princeton Hospital. On his 
desk lay his last incomplete state- 
ment. written to honour Israeli Inde- 
pendence Day.” 

BY 1956, the fedayin attacks were 
becoming more serious, and so were 
Israel’s counter-raids across Arab 
borders. One day, Dafni recalls, the 
phone rang: “This is Mr. Winter of 
the CBS. We’ve just heard on the 
tape that Israel has invaded Egypt 
and advanced 75 miles.” 

Dafni was stupefied, as had been 
his colleague in London. Gershon 
Avner (interviewed earlier in this 
series). Like Avner, he was sure 
there had been a misunderstanding; 
reprisal raids do not go that deep 
into enemy territory. 

“There must." Dafni reassured 
the CBS man, “be a missing dot in 
your message. The depth of penetra- 
tion is surely not 75 miles, but 7.5 
miles. Relax*. Mr. Winter, it’s only a 
local action." 

He woke up the next morning to 
discover that the Sinai campaign had 
indeed been launched. And. sure 
enough, when he got to the office. 
Winter was on the line. Dafni pick- 
ed up the receiver with trepidation. 
He had been so sincere in his denial 
that CBS had believed him. How to 
explain rhe terrible faux pas? 

He need not have worried: “Be- 
fore I could- open my mouth." he 
recalls. “Winter came on the line 
with an admiring laugh. ’I must give 
you credit,' he declared. ‘You boys 
certainly know how to keep a sec- 
ret.”’ 

AFTER NEW YORK. Dafni left 
the foreign service for a time. He 
went id the Education Ministry and 
set up a national sports authority 
under its auspices - an absorbing 
occupation. But before long he was 
back in diplomatic harness, as consul 
in Bombay. 


The Indian government did not 
allow any other representation (their 
recognition of Israel was de facto. 
not de jure), so he was Israel’s only 
accredited diplomat in that , sub- 
continent. 

. ■ The Jewish community of Cochin . 
a town in Kerala, were celebrating 
the 400th anniversary of their 
ancient and beautiful synagogue. 
They invited Dafni to attend, and he 
accepted. One fine day the head of 
the community. Sam Koder. 
appeared in the consular office. 

He had travelled to Bombay be- 
cause of something important - 
something that clearly embarrassed 
and distressed him. What was it? 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi had 
also been invited and had agreed to 
attend - provided the Israeli consul 
was not present. "What shall I do?” 
Koder asked pleadingly. 

■Til tell you what to do.” said 
Dafni. “Inform the prime minister 
that I’m not only an Israeli but a Jew. 
and that I do not intend to miss this 
commemorative event. Remind her 
how it will look in the world press if 
Mrs. Gandhi boycotts a Jewish cere- 
mony because of my attendance 
there.” 

“Mrs. Gandhi turned up. and 
even had herself photographed with 
me and my wife Betty.” says Dafni. 
“Her initial reluctance can be attri- 
buted to the existence of 60 million 
Moslems in her country. Yet the 
bulk of the Indian population were 
enthusiastically pro-Israel, including 
the press; partiy, I suppose, because 
the Hindu majority were anti- 
Moslem.” 

Next. Kenya. He became ambas- 
sador there, holding the post until 
the mission was wound up on the 
outbreak of the Yom Kippur War in 
1973. “During my first year. I re- 
ceived an invitation to lunch with 
Jomo Kenvatta. I expected to be one 
of many guests, so imagine my sur- 
prise when I saw a table laid for 
two.” 

Kenya's first president was a hefty 
man. radiating charisma. He asked 
directly: “Mr. Ambassador, what’s 
wrong with Kenya?” Dafni 
answered politely. "Mzee [which 
was the form of address]. I’m new 
here and it would be presumptuous 
of me to pass judgment." 

Kenvatta: "Forget Mzee. forget 
ambassador. Tell me what you 
think." 

Taking his courage in both bands, 
Dafni proclaimed: “I think there is 
too much corruption." 

Kenvatta, broodingly: "You're 
right. 6ut you must understand that 
there are no true Kenyans yet in this 
country, only Kikuyus. Luos. Kam-- 
has and the rest. Out of these 
peasant communities. I must mould 
a class of public servants, profession- 
als and businessmen who will give 
flesh to the Kenyan vision. 

"The sooner I create such a ! 
middle-class, the more secure will 
Kenya's statehood be. And if this | 
process breeds corruption on the i 
way. it is a price that has to be paid." j 

When Dafni had to close the 
embassy, he took leave of the great 
man, who looked properly regretful. 
"Teli Golda I love her." he said. 
"But the Arabs...." He made the 
gesture of putting his hands round 
his own throat. 

The Dafnis were accompanied to 


the airport by the Attorney-General 
Charles Njonjo. When Njonjo re- 
ported back. Kenyatta expressed 
surprise at the Israelis departure 

from the country 

'* "He* thought. " says Dafni- with a 
smile, “that I would stayon without 
a title." 

THE MOST astonishing story in his 
repertoire came at the end of our 
interview, when we found ourselves 
talking about Heniy Morgenthau. 
one-time U.S. secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Dafni: “We were on a speaking 
tour together, he was then chairman 
of the UJA. One evening at a hotel 
in. I think. Cincinnati, Morgenthau 
suggested we take a walk together. 
He was in a communicative mood, so 
I took the opportunity of asking 
what had brought him to active lead- 


ership in Jewish affairs. 

“This is what he told me: ‘When 
the president of the United States is 
out of the country, the vice president 
acts for the president. If the vice 
president is away the mantle falis-on 
the secretary of state, and if he too is 
away, then on the secretary of the 
Treasury." 

Harry Truman had no vice presi- 
dent. he had himself been vice presi- 
dent under Roosevelt and took over 
the White House when Roosevelt 
died. 

“In 1945. Truman, was on his way 
to meet Stalin at Potsdam' and was 
taking Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes with him," recalled Morgen- 
thau. “That would leave me as acting 
for the president. 

“Influential circles believed that 
the person holding the chief office in 
the land should not be other than a 


Christian. Pressure was applied, to 
good effect. Truman yielded and 
asked for my resignation. I asked 
him why. He gave me the answer 
straight: ‘Because you are a Jew.’ ” 

Some time later. Morgenthau re- 
ceiyed’a letter from Truman inviting 
him to the White House. **Uc are 
discussing a European aid program- 
me the Marshall Plan). I value your 
opinion and would like you to par- . 
ticipate," Truman explained. 

Dafni remembers Morgemhau’s 
reply precisely: “Mr. President, as 
you know I’m a Jew. T am busy at the 
moment with Jewish affairs, and 
cannot spare the time to accept your 
invitation."

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Rare breed 
of politician

VICTOR SHEMTOV’S annouace- 
ment that he is quitting the Mapam 
secretary-generalship next month 
when he turns 70 has sent shock 
waves through the political com- 
munity? which sees his voluntary 
stepping down, forced neither by 
ill-health or ill-will , as a dangerous 
. precedent. 

For the Mapam leader, the sur- 
prised reaction is amusing. “I parti- 
cularly liked what Simha Dinitz told 
me," he chuckles: “There are no 
retired politicians, only, tired ones/' 
The outgoing secretary-general is 
one of that rare breed - a politician 
without enemies, as distinct from 
party rivals. He is one of our most 
respected parliamentarians, 
esteemed even among the radical 
wight wingers. In Hebrew, shem tov 
'means “good name," and he has 
retained this good name throughout 
24 years in the Knesset, including 
eight years as cabinet minister in the 
governments of Golda Meir and Yit- 
zhak Rabin. 

“I believe that younger men must 
be given the chance of proving them- 
selves in the leadership," says the 
veteran politician, who will be 
staying on in the Knesset. He points 
out that “only a man who still feels 
young can afford to quit. An old man 
who dings to the illusion of youth 
will hang on and on. I prefer to leave 
while everyone still wants me to 
stay. 1 ' 

. Yet he does not deny that a con- 
tributory factor in his final decision 
was his failure to persuade his party 
leadership to form a joint Knesset 
faction with the Citizens Rights 
Movement as the kernel of a new 
political bloc embracing all the Zion- 
ist forces to the left of the Labour 
Party. 

Mapam. which from its Mantist- 
Leninist beginnings has developed 
into a democratic socialist party, still 
h&s something to offer the Israeli 
worker. Shemtov believes. “It’s 
stayed an ideological party that 
sfeers clear of unprincipled pragmat- 
ism. and that is its strength." 

., Although he accepts that the 
formation of the Labour-Mapam 
Alignment in the mid-1960s left no 
Zionist alternative on the left, forc- 
ing the protest vote to seek an outlet 
.. on the right, he does not feel that 
** there should be any kind of political 
division between the two parties 
(which are still in alignment in the 
Histadrut), with “Labour focusing 
on the intelligentsia and Mapam on 
the workers. " Nor does he agree that 
Mapam's dovish line has lost the 
support of blue-collar workers, as 
Labour publicists allege. 

“Only a party that combines the 
struggle for social justice with the 
right for peace can, in the final 
analysis, offer a real alternative to 
workers." 

Referring to* the massive desertion 
by the proletariat of the Labour 
camp in favour of Herat, Shemtov 
says: “Its a phenomenon we've read 
about in the history books. We’ve 
seen how all the conditions have 

< 


been created in this country for the 
emergence of strong populist and 
chauvinist political forces.” It is the 
result, he says, of a combination of 
factors: continuing war, rising infla- 
tion. unemployment, “and the anti- 
cipation of a strong man who will 
produce solutions. The result could 
befarism." 

The Histadrut bureaucracy has 
been partly responsible for the shift 
of many workers to the right, Shem- 
tov feels, adding that the increasing- 
ly bourgeois nature of the labour 
federation' and the ossification of its 
apparatus' have undermined the 
Labour movement. “Yet I think 
that, after seven years of Likud mis- 
rule 30d maladministration, many of 
its erstwhile supporters will have 


witnessed how once in power, the 
Likud joined the bureaucracy, but 
did a much worse job of running the 
machine." 

ONE OF SEVEN children. Shem- 
tov - who adopted a Hebrew name 
when he came to this country - was 
bora in the mountain village of 
Samokov in central Bulgaria. His 
antecedents reached the Balkans in 
the I5th century after seeking refuge 
in the Ottoman Empire, following 
their expulsion from Spain, 
i Under the- sultan's rale, they had 
assumed the Turkish name of 
Kuyoumi, which means “gold- 
smith," changing it to Kouyumjisky 
after Bulgarian independence. In- 
deed, Shemtov proudly relates, his 


family perfected the goldsmith's 
trade over three centuries, with ex- 
amples of their craft found in chur- 
ches and synagogues throughout 
Bulgaria. ■' 

Samokov. Shemtov recalls, was 
taken over together with the sur- 
rounding area by local communists 
in 1917. even before the October 
Revolution. This non-violent pre- 
Soviet rule lasted for two years be- 
fore government forces eliminated 
its leaders. The Kouyumjiskvs 
moved to Sofia, where they lived in 
the poorest quarter of the capital. It 
was here that young Victor became 
convinced of the justice of the social- 
ist cause. 

He became involved in socialist 
Zionism at an early age - the Bulga- 
rian Zionist movement, he notes, 
flourished against the background of 
the country's struggle for national 
independence - and was a member 
of the Young Maccabi sports asso- 
ciation. which was influenced by 
Max Nordau's advocacy of "the new 
Jew” and “muscular Judaism." 

After spending a year and a half 
on a Zionist agricultural training 
farm, he arrived in Israel on an 
immigrant certificate in 1939. 

He managed to get his parents out 
of Bulgaria in 1944 as part of a group 
of Bulgarian Jews, thanks to the 
efforts of the Jewish Agency mission 
in Istanbul. (One of” his brothers 
managed to escape from Bulgaria, 
and tried to reach this country 
aboard the luckless immigrant' ves- 
sel, the Pania. which was myster- 
iously blown up in Haifa Port in 
1941. One of the few survivors, he 
was taken to the Atlit internment 
camp, yvhere he died of typhus . ) 

. "The Bulgarian people was never 
anti-Semitic." Shemtov stresses, 
“and the country was well-disposed 
towards its Jewish community." He 
can never forget that, apart from 
Denmark. Bulgaria was the only 
country which did not allow the 
Germans to deport its Jewish 
citizens to the death camps. “Neith- 
er should we forget that in 1949. the 
Bulgarian communist regime 
allowed the mass aliya of almost the 
entire Jewish community - about 
45,000 people." 

After arriving here. Shemtov first 
worked as a building labourer, and 
then as pump attendant at (be 
Socony Vacuum (today Sonol) sta- 
tion in downtown Haifa. Haim 
Landau, already a member of the 
ITT, national command, was a work- 
mate, and Shemtov himself wasted 
little time in becoming active in the 
Hagana. 

“No wonder our station was fre- 
quently searched by British secur- 
ity.” he recalls. “They must have 
known something about both of us." 
Although the two men were to fol- 
low opposing political paths, Shem- 
tov remembers the late Herat minis: 
ter with affection. 

In 1941. he moved to Jerusalem, 
where he has resided with his wife 
ever since, and during World War 
Two worked as editor, newswriter 
and announcer for the Allied Forces 


broadcasts to Bulgaria. He remained 
active in the Hagana. and fought 
during the siege of Jerasal-m. With 
the formation of the IDF. he became 
a lieutenant in the fledgling artillery 
corps. 

HE ENTERED politics in 1944. 
joining the Socialist League which 
three ”veais Jater formed Mapam. 
along with the Hashomer Hatza'ir 
Kibbutzim and Ahdut Ha'avoda. A 
Jerusalem delegate to the founda- 
tion convention, he arrived in an 
armoured truck, because the high- 
way was under Arab attack. 

Never pan of the party's radical 
wing which tended to follow the 
Soviet line blindly. Shemtov was the 
first urban branch leader to break 
kibbutz domination of Mapam's par- 
liamentary and cabinet representa- 
tion. He was also the first urban 
Mapam minister, holding the health 
portfolio for seven of his eight years 
in government. 

Before becoming secretary- 
general of the party” in 1979. he 
occupied a number of senior party 
posts, including that of political 
secretary. 

Calling the kibbutz "a model of 
modem agriculture and industry in 
an advanced technological age." 
Shemtov rejects a description of kib- 
butzniks as wealthy farmers, stres- 
sing that they "belong to hard- 
working communities." He saw no- 
thing wrong in Kibbutz Artzi's heavy 
involvement in stock exchange spe- 
culation up to 1983. contending that 
“the Likud gave them no alternative 
way to preserve their assets." 

Confesses the Mapam leader: 
“You could say that I was bom to be 
a kibbutznik. I'm a team-worker by 
nature, and feel very much at home 
as an integral part of a tightly-knit 
community." Remarking that had 
he not become a politician be would 
probably have chosen to be-a social 
worker, he says. “For me. socialism 
never meant loving the amorphous 
millions, but concern for the indi- 
vidual.” 

The devotion and enthusiasm of 
Hashomer Hatza'ir members make 
the movement seem like a kind of 
secular Hasidism: in fact, the fore- 
bears of one of its founders, Me'ir 
Ya'ari were Galician hasidic “won- 
der rabbis.” and Ya’ari himself 
earned the title “rhe red admor." 

But Shemtov has never been any- 
one's starry-eyed disciple, adopting 
a rational view of his party's historic 
leadership. Regarding Ya'acov 
Hazan's initially enthusiastic atti- 
tude towards Gush Emunim. Shem- 
tov explains with a smile: “He per- 
ceived them in the image of the early 
Hashomer Hatza’ir pioneers. He 
misinterpreted their youthful ideal- 
ism.” The early fascisri of Mussolini 
were also idealists in their time, he 
notes. 

CONCERNING the absence of new 
leaders among the younger genera- 
tion of kibbutzmks. Shemtov notes 
that more young people are finally 
beginning to involve themselves in 


politics. The problem, he explains, 
was that Kibbutz Artzi’s historic 
leaders possessed the kind of author- 
ity that did not allow for the 
flourishing of heirs. “But then, that's 
true of all our parries. It's tough to 
follow the act of a Ben-Gurion. a 
Golda or a Begin." 

Ben-Gurion. says Shemtov. was 
personally responsible for his party's 
abandoning the path of pure social- 
ism. He abolished the Palmah. 
which adversely affected the de- 
velopment of the IDF: he cancelled 
the pioneering movement element, 
and transferred to the state many 
functions of the Histadrut. “One of 
his greatest sins was the abolition of 
the Labour school trend - that was 
the source of the evil that we con- 
front today." Nevertheless, admits 
Shemtov. Ben-Gurion was “a truly 
great man of heroic dimensions who 
left his mark on Zionist history." 

Moshe Sharett was “more of a 
man of principle than Ben Gurion 
and much less pragmatic." while 
Golda Meir. with whom Shemtov 
often strongly disagreed, “radiated 
leadership and authority. She was an 
iron lady with a very human, very 
Jewish heart." 

Shemtov describes Moshe Dayan 
as having been “a charismatic figure 
who caused endless barm 
to this country." His "sitting on the 
fence" and the authority he posses- 
sed as defence minister made him 
the main obstacle to advancing the 
peace process during Golda Meir's 
premiership. Once he joined Begjo's 
government. Shemtov notes, he 
proved to be the main driving force 
in the peace process. 

“It was Dayan who brought about 
the construction of Yamit without 
first seeking government approval. I 
was his prime adversary in the mat- 
ter. and I argued at the time that 
we'd have to return Sinai and Yamit 
if we ever wanted to make peace 
with Egypt." Less than a year before 
the outbreak of the Yom Kippur 
War, Shemtov recalls, “Dayan reas- 
sured us that there was no chance of 
war for the next decade. ” 

As Israel's first sabra prime minis- 
ter. Yitzhak Rabin had a totally 
different style from Golda Meir. “In 
her time, the ’kitchen cabinet' was a 
necessity. But with Rabin, it was a 
very orderly process of decision- 
making, follow-up and execution." 

The chief difference between gov- 
ernment under the two Labour pre- 
miers and Menachem Begin, Shem- 
tov says, was that the former headed 
an experienced body of ministers. 
And while Golda did not easily suf- 
fer dissent, Shemtov cannot retail a 
single instance of her making a ma- 
jor policy decision on her own, un- 
like Begin, who took few. if any, 
ministers into his confidence. 

SHEMTOV TURNS, lastly, to the 
Yariv-Shemtov formula which 
brought the then health minister to 
international notice in 1972. 

At the time, when Yariv was 
Minister of Information, Shemtov 
came to a cabinet meeting with the 


proposal that Israel express its readi- 
ness to negotiate with Jordan and 
any Palestinian element willing to 
recognize the State of Israel, make 
peace and forswear terrorism. 

“I had already concluded that we 
coaid not negotiate with either Jor- 
dan or the Palestinians alone, but 
would have to treat with them joint- 
ly. I also included the PLO. on 
condition it met my three terms, 
especially the abandoning of terror- 
ism. Lfnknowingly, Yariv floated the 
same notion on a visit to the U.S. . so 
the media immediately linked our 
names. 

“Golda was very annoyed, and did 
not allow the motion to be put on the 
agenda," says Shemtov. recalling 
that the Independent Liberal Party 
ministers. Moshe Kol and Gideon 
Hausner. were in favour, as was the 
late Avraham Ofer. “There were 
those who objected, arguing that the 
PLO would never agree, while some 
feared it might accept. I rold them 
that rov proposal put the ball square- 
ly in the PLO’s court, and that if they 
accepted ir would be a dramatic 
Zionist victory.” 

Today. Shemtov avers, the formu- 
la is even more valid. There is little 
point, he claims, in Shimon Peres 
inviting King Hussein to talk peace 
and not the Palestinians, "for he 
can't come without PLO consent. 
The same would hold true if we were 
to invite Palestinians to the confer- 
ence table without Hussein." 

His formula was worked into the 
Camp David framework agree- 
ments, Shemtov points out; they 
Stipulated that Israel's partners to 
the negotiations should be Egypt. 
Jordan and Palestinian representa- 
tives. And, he notes. Begin signed a 
document which mentioned “the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people.” 

While decidedly valid today, the 
formula needs extending, says 
Shemtov. He would add the follow- 
ing: “Essential to the advancement 
of the political process is mutual 
recognition of the rights of both 
peoples to self-determination,” but 
hastens to say that this does not 
mean he agrees a priori to a Palesti- 
nian state. Of course, he adds, both 
sides must come to the conference 
table without prior conditions. 

“I know that a part of our public 
refuses to accept reality.” he says. 
“Indeed, some resist the idea of any 
compromise with Jordan. Does this 
mean we should despair of making 
progress on that front?” 

On the contrary, says Shemtov, 
recem developments in the region, 
particularly the king's speech at the 
Palestinian National Council, should 
encourage the Israeli public to real- 
ize that there are Palestinian ele- 
ments amenable to talks on the basis 
of a Jordanian-Palestinian solution. 

“Until now, the extremists on one 
side intensified extremism on. the 
other ride. It is the task of the forces 
of moderation - or of sanity - to gird 
themselves for rhe battle for peace 
and accommodation by breaking the 
vidous circle of violence.”

Flora was immediately 
imprisoned and later banished to 
remote regions of the USSR. 

While in exile, she was sent to 
work in coal mines, and last Sunday 
she described in a BBC interview 
how she had to push between 10 and 
15 wagons a day in order to get her 
ration of between 200 and 400 grams

IN PRISON and afterwards. Flora 
Leipman persistently protested to 
the Soviet authorities that she was a 
British subject, but to no avail. 

She also enquired about her 
mother, but for 14 years was not 
allowed to see her. When they met, 
she was horrified at the deterioration 
in her mother’s condition. She was 
“completely deaf, confused and a 
little bit mentally disabled.” 

She nursed her mother until her 
death in 1979, and then set about 
f iilfillin g one of her mother's final 
requests - that Flora return to Scot- 
land. “I am sorry that I made a mess 
of your life,” her mother had said. 

Flora approached the British 
Embassy in Moscow, she was able to

despite her Soviet passport stating 
that she had been born in Glasgow, 
the KGB still refused her permission 
to return to Scotland. 

She then wrote to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, who confirmed 
that she was entitled to a British 
passport. The Soviet authorities in- 
creased their pressure, pointing out 
that, since she bad already lived in 
Russia for 50 years, she was a Soviet 
citizen and had a Soviet passport. 

Miss Leipman refused to submit to 
their pressure insisting that she had 
been born and brought up in Glas- 
gow, and had been happy there. 
“You have made me unhappy, you 
have killed my whole family. I just 
want to go home. That is all I want,” 
she told them. 

When Sir Geoffrey Howe visited 
Moscow last June, he raised Flora’s 
case with his Soviet opposite number 
Andrei Gromyko, and a month later 
she received an open telegram, invit- 
ing her to call the British Embassy. 


From the fact that the message came 
in an open telegram, she knew she 
would have an exit visa. 

In the following months she was 
frightened not so much that the 
Soviet authorities might take some 
political action to interfere with her 
return to Scotland, but that her 
health would give way. “It was too 
much emotion for me,” she ex- 
plained. 

Now back in Britain. Flora Leip- 
man is starting a new life. She has 
joined a pottery class and com- 
mented that she would never have 
been allowed to go to any kind of 
classes in Russia at her age and with 
her past. “A woman of my age is 
only allowed to rot in Russia - she 
gets her pension and goodbye, that is 
all." 

She finds Britain far more beauti- 
ful than she remembered and the 
food wonderful. “I have never had 
such wonderful food in my life for 50 
years.” 

Looking back over her extraordin- 
ary ordeal, she observed, “They 
shouldn't do such things to people. 
What was my fault? What did my 
mother do? Why should it have 
happened to my family? I can't sleep 
at night.” 

Her life had been completely 
wasted, she concluded. “That is 
what I am crying about.”

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AFTER SEVEN PLAGUES, with 
the eighth pending. Pharaoh yields 
to the pressure of his courtiers. They 
are careful not to allow any build-up 
to the image of Moses, nor show any 
admiration for his actions. When 
they appeal to Pharaoh “to do some- 
thing'' before it is too late and all of 
Egypt is destroyed, they make sure 
not to mention even die name of 
Moses. 

"How long will this one be a snare 
to us?” They argue with their 
monarch (Exodus 10:7). Of course, 
they would not suggest that “this 
one,"’ Moses, be reckoned with at all 
as a political or military factor. He is 
just "a snare,” but on the other 
hand: “do you not realize that Egypt 
is ruined?” 

i At this point. Pharaoh summons 

■- Moses and Aaron to offer them a 
deal. He is ready now "in principle" 
to consider granting the Israelites 
the exit, permits they requested. 
"You can go" - he says. “But,” he 
inquires: “Just who will be going?" 
(ibid., 10:8) 

, He is ready to let the “trouble- 
makers” go. "but he denies there is 
any “Jewish problem” in Egypt. 
Pharaoh is insinuating that in fact 
only very few would take advantage 
of the historic opportunity and 
would actually pack up and go.

Another interpretation suggests 
that the intention of Pharaoh was to 
dictate to Moses the nature of the 
exodus as he understood it. 

“Who's who that is going?” - 
Ram ban (Nacbmanides 1194-1270) 
interprets that since going to worship 
God was a major event. Pharaoh 
expressed his view, that only the 
important people should participate 
in ft. Moses should draw up a list of 
all the “Who’s Who" among the 
Israelites and make sure that the 
event would be attended “by invita- 
tion only," as was the style in Egypt 
on similar occasions. 

Moses* explicit reply to both these 
suggestions puts Pharaoh in his 
place. “We will go,” Moses replies, 
“with our young and old, with, our 
sons and daughters, and with our

flocks and herds, because (the 
worship of) God is for us a celebra- 
tion." Sharing in the celebration of 
the God of Israel is not confined to 
the select elite, but belongs to the 
entire people. All are included in the 
desire to go out of Egypt. 

“We will go with our young and 
with our old, with our sons and with 
our daughters." Moses underscores 
“with our young" first, even before 
the old. He wants Pharaoh to hear 
about “our sons and daughters,*' the 
wonderful spirited youth, which rose 
in a miraculous way during the years 
of bondage. 

PHARAOH’S CONCEPT of a reli- 
gious celebration is altogether diffe- 
rent from that of Moses. “No," be 
says, “have only the men go and 
worship the Lord, since that is what 
you have been asking for.'* (verse 
11). He is trying to impose his own 
way of understanding on the 
Israelites, whom he “graciously" lets 
go now to practise their religion. 

“Have only the men go!" Pharaoh 
is the first religious male chauvinist 
(but not the last!). In his macho 
outlook there is no room for women, 
probably also not for the aged, who 
should stay home. But not Moses: 
“We will go with our young and old. 
with our sons and daughters." - 

Negotiations break down. Phar- 
aoh resumes his tough posture. 
Moses and Aaron, who were sum- 
moned earlier to conduct concilia- 
tion talks are now "driven out of 
Pharaoh’s presence" (ibid, verse 
10 ). 

However, this is not the end. 
Negotiations are resumed following 
another two plagues, and again 
(10:24) Pharaoh summons Moses 
and Aaron and says: “Go worship 
the Lord. Even your children may go 
with you, only leave your flocks and 
herds behind. ” 

And again Moses refuses flatly: 
“Our livestock too must go with us: 
not a hoof is to be left behind. We 
must select from it for the worship of 


the Lord our God as we shall not 
know how we are to worship the 
Lord until we get there" (verse 26). 

Those last words, to all appear- 
ances uttered by Moses as a factual 
statement in a diplomatic exchange, 
expressed at the same time* a 
profound theological truth. When it 
comes to the worship of God. one 
should not expect to find read made 
comfortable formulas. True the 
worship of God requires ever-new 
wonder and discovery through pain- 
ful trial and error, ever-new deci- 
sions and leaps of faith. "We shall 
not know how we are to worship the 
Lord, until we get there.” 

RABBI HAIM of Sandz. one of the 
great Hassidic masters who lived a 
hundred years ago. was wont to train 
his disciples in the wa vs of worship of 
the Lord. 

Once, he stood at the window of 
the house of studies as his students 
were passing by: “Come here." he 
called over to one of them. “Tell me. 
if you would happen to come across a 
wallet full of money on the Sabbath, 
when a Jew is not allowed to hold 
money, what would you do? Would 
you pick it up?” 

“Of course not." the young hassid 
rushed to answer. 

“You fool, you.” the master re- 
torted. as he called over another 
young student: “And you. what 
would you do in a similar situation? 
Will you pick up and take the wallet 
full of money?” 

“Oh yes!” replied the young has- 
sid. after hearing the reprimand the 
master bestowed on his friend. 

“You sinner, you!” the master 
scolded the second hassid and called 
over a third one: “And what would 
you do?” he inquired. 

The third hassid. after having lis- 
tened to the master's rebuke of the 
two young hassidim who preceded 
him, replied hesitantly. “Well. I 
do not know. At first, finding the 
wallet full of money. I would strug- 
gle with myself in deciding whether 
or not to take it. I hope I would be 
able to make the right derision and 
not take it.” 

“At last we have the real answer.” 
Reb Haim turned to his disciples. 

Truly, “we shall not know how we 
are to worship the Lord until we get 
there.” 

The weekly portion for this Sabbath is 
Boh (Exodus 10:1-13:161. Rabbi Peli a 
Norbert Blechner Professor of Jewish 
Thought and Literature at Ben-Curion

WASHINGTON. - Israeli officials 
were somewhat embarrassed yester- 
day by the publication in The Wall 
Street Jomal of Israel’s S12 billion 
request for U-S- economic and milit- 
ary aid over the next three years. 

Details of the record Israeli re- 
quest have been published in Israel 
in recent weeks, including on the 
front-page of The Jerusalem Post last 
January 9. But disclosure in a major 
American newspaper - at this time 
of intensive pressures to cut the U.S. 
federal budget - was seen as embar- 
rassing to Israel. 

The Journal . like several Israeli 
newspapers, had obtained the con- 
fidential SO-page Israeli ,k white pap- 
er" on aid submitted in December to 
the Reagan administration. The 
newspaper said the three-year re- 
quest “will stir controversy in this 
budget-cutting year and could aggra- 
vate U.S. relations with Egypt.” 

Regarding Egypt, it noted that 
U.S. assistance to Israel and Egypt 
has been roughly parallel since the 
signing of the Camp David accords 
in 1978. Major increases for Israel 
are supposed to be largely matched 
or Egypt. 

Israel is seeking $4. lb. in econo- 
mic and military grants for the 1986 
fiscal year, which begins on October 
1 . 1985. In the “white paper.” Israel 
projected a similar need for the 1987 
and 1988 fiscal years. Thus, the total 
projected needs come to $12b. 

The Reagan administration is ex- 
pected to sharply cut the Israeli 
request. On the military side, for 
example, it is expected to seek 
Sl.Sb. On the economic side, it is 
likely to seek SI. 2b. - for a grand 
total of S3b. 

The administration, for the time 


being, has deferred a decision' on 
Israel’s S800 million emergency 
supplementary-aid request for the 
already-passed 1985 fiscal year. 
Secretary of State George Shultz and 
other administration officials are 
waiting for additional Israeli auster- 
ity measures aimed at reducing infla- 
tion and government spending. 

The Wall Street Journal reported 
that some of Israel’s congressional 
supporters are considering skirting 
around the administration in con- 
nection with this supplemental re- 
quest. The newspaper quoted these 
supporters as saying they may hae 
found a way to “finesse” the current 
budget-cutting concerns in Washing- 
ton. 

“Using bookkeeping legerde- 
main,” it said, “they would propose 
a huge 1985 supplemental approp- 
riation of perhaps $1.5b. for Israel 
that would provide some funds for 
the remainder of this year and some 
in 1986- But the entire item would be 
listed under 1985 budget authority, 
while Congress is focusing on fiscal 
19S6 budget cuts.” 

Reagan is due to submit bis prop- 
osed foreign-aid budget to Congress 
early next month. 

There is also a widely-held notion 
that Israel’s national unity govern- 
ment has not yet taken enough deci- 
sive measures to reduce the Israeli 
budget and to enact substantive 
structural economic reforms, espe- 
cially in connection with the monet- 
ary system. 

This is expected to be a major 
message presented to Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin when he 
comes to Washington next week for 
three days of meetings with senior 
administration officials, including 
Shultz. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, and probably President 
Reagan hims elf.

AS MAN IS an eight-year-old im- 
migrant from Ethiopia, who looks 
no more than five, when he started 
“school” last Friday, he didn’t know 
how to hold a pencil: Within two 
days, he was forming beautifully- 
shaped letters. 

On Monday, we vi- 
sited the “school,” -a 
learning centre set up 
for Ethiopian chil- 
dren with materials 
provided, by the 
Homecoming Fond. 
Asman was given 
plasticine for the first 
time. He immediately began blend- 
ing the colours into marble-like com- 
binations and forming the word’ 
“ shalom ” in a chain across the table. 

Not all the children are as unusual- 
ly talented as Asman. we were told. 
But they are all bright and receptive. 
Michal, a mathematics teacher, who 
volunteered to teach the Ethiopian 
children twice a week, says: “It’s so 
easy to work with these children. We 
don't have any problems of disci- 
pline. motivation or attendance. 
Anything we organize is attended by 
everyone. They, can hardly wait to 
get to school, and they are reluctant 
to leave. They pick up everything 
immediately, which is remarkable 
since we have no common language. 
This morning it took them only a 
minute to grasp the principle of 
musical chairs and their pleasure in 
this simple game was indescribable. I 
can't remember when I've enjoyed 
teaching more - 1 wish I could come 
here every day!” 

Michal's excitement is echoed by 
the other teachers in the school. 
They have fallen under the spell of 
these beautiful children, who are so 
anxious to learn. “But the responsi- 
bility is awesome,” cautions Michal. 
“They comply with every one of our 
requests. If we have to leave the 
room for a few minutes or longer, we 
find the same children sitting in the 
same places, still poring over their 
copybooks. They never refuse a re- 
quest, neveT protest that something 
is offensive to them. 

“We are being careful not to im- 
pose our ideas and customs on them , 
but it is very difficult to teach con- 
cepts in a vacuum. For example, we 
asked the children to make drawings 
of each other. To illustrate, we 
showed them drawings of other im- 
migrant children. Even though they 
had almost no previous experience 
with crayons, -they complied, and 
produced s beautiful: repKcas • of, ithe 
drawings of white children . Only one 
boy produced a picture of a dark- 
skinned child.” 

If caring and patience were all it 
takes to overcome cultural and ling- 
uistic barriers, the paths of the chil- 
dren from Ethiopia would be smooth 
indeed. In all the centres we visited 


we saw the same enthusiasm, the 
same excitement and the same deter- 
mination to avoid the pitfalls and 
mistakes of previous aliyot. But de- 
dication and love are not enough.

Haluach Hehadash 
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Great boost to tourism foreseen 

n; Jerusalem chosen as site of 
1985 Skal clubs convention

Jerusalem Pod Reporter 
Organizers of the 46th annual Skal 
convention, scheduled to be held in 
Jerusalem from November 17-22, 
predict that Israel's foreign currency 
reserves will benefit by at least S3 
million from the event. 

Between 2,500-3.000 participants 
from abroad are expected to attend. 
Uzi Yalon, national president of 
Skal Israel and chairman of the orga- 
nizing committee of the Skal world 
congress, .based his “conservative" 
estimate on the $500 registration fee . 
He also counts on the likelihood that 
most of the participants will travel 
here- and back to their home coun- 
tries via El Al. 

In addition, he told The Jerusalem 
Post, it is common practice for a 
large percentage of the participants 
to arrive several days in advance of a 
world congress and to remain for up 
to ten days afterwards. 

This is the second time that Israel 
has been selected to host the world 
Skal congress. The previous occa- 
sion was in 2972, when Tel Aviv was 
the venue. 

Skal is an international organiza- 
tion, operating in 91 countries with a " 
membership in excess of 30,000. 
Altogether, there are 547 Skal dubs 
around the globe, with the only one 
in the Eastern Bloc in Zagreb, 
Yugoslavia. 

The clubs, founded to encourage 
international tourism, are selective 
in their membership and consider 
applications only from senior execu- 
tives with at least five years experi- 
ence. Some Skal clubs abroad refuse 
to accept women members. This is 
not the case in Israel, where women 
have also served as Skal club presi- 
dents. 

Cities bidding for selection as the 
site for the world convention which 
is always held in November, put in 
their bids up to five years in advance. 
Ten majordties originally competed 
for the 1985 congress. The contest 
was subsequently narrowed to Jeru- 
salem, Bangkok and Zagreb: and 
Jerusalem was voted by the Skal 
World Executive Committee as the 
tity best capable of hosting the con- 
gress.

President of Jerusalem Skal, 
Haim Avissar, is proud that Jeru- 
salem has been able to meet all the 
criteria demanded of a host city. The 
congress committee- which visited 
Jerusalem was satisfied with the 
standards of tourist facilities, and at 
a meeting of the Skal international 
council in Argentina last May. made 
its recommendations accordingly. 
The only voice of dissent during the 
vote, was that of Raja Aweidah, 
representing the East Jerusalem 
Skal dub. which takes its cue from 
Jordan. 

The key condition in the final 
selection is that the host country 
must agree to permit entry to all 
partidpants, regardless of colour, 
creed, sex, nationality or political 
orientation. The host country is also 
committed to raising the flags of all 
countries ' represented by partid- 
pants. 

Yalon and Avissar are hopeful 
that Skal members from Arab coun- 
tries will attend. The Foreign Minis- 
try has assured that it will not deny 
access to any bona fide partidpant. 

Outgoing national vice president 
of Skal Israel. Uzi Werner, who is 
about to take up a four-year appoint- 
ment with the Travex travel agency 
in Switzerland, believes that the 
world congress will spearhead a 
tremendous boost in tourism to 
Israel. 

Forecasting a jump of 5-10 per 
cent in incoming tonrism over the 
next two years, Werner said that 
experience has shown that there 
have been substantia] increases in 
tourism in most countries where con- 
gresses were held. This is to be 
expected, he said, because 3.000 top 
experts in tourism, “if they are con- 
vinced of the quality of our product, 
are bound to sell Israel all over the 
world." 

Yalon sees the congress as “an 
Israel Skal contribution to tourism." 
Noting that partidpants pay their 
own way for everything including 
travel, accommodation (in 5-star 
hotels) and food and beverage, 
Yalon commented on the irony of 
the expense incurred by the Ministry 
of Tourism and El AJ in bringing 
hundreds of travel agents and travel 
writers on familiarization tours to 
Israel. Skal succeeds in generating 
more publidty for Israel while simul- 
taneously bringing foreign currency 
into the country, he said.

Italian cosmetics 
now made by 
local LdHt firm

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. - An Italian brand of 
cosmetics called Pupa (“doll") is to 
be manufactured here under licence 
by the veteran Lilit Perfumery 
Works. Announcing this at a press 
conference this weeks Lilit said the 
government had granted it an ex- 
emption to import a trial batch of 
Pupa products to test local colour 
preferences, despite the current six- 
month ban on the import of all 
cosmetics. 

This introductory shipment of 
Pupa products from Milan has 
already gone on sale at 30 stores, 
including Hamashbir chain and the 
KqI-Bo Shalom. Locally-made Pupa 
cosmetics will hit the market in ab- 
out two months. Thanks to the new 
manufacturing agreement. Lilit says 
it has not dismissed a single factory 
worker or sales hostess, despite the 
general economic situation. 

Pupa’s distinctive bright red con- 
tainers, which include handy hidden 
mirrors, will be imported from Italy. 
The cosmetic line consists predomi- 
nantly of makeup products, such as 
lipsticks, eye shadow and mascara, 
with only a few skin-care items. 
Prices are said to be in a range 
comparable to products by Revlon

and Helena Rubinstein, also manu- 
factured in Israel. 

Lilit reports that the parent com- 
pany in Milan has also given permis- 
sion for Israel to export Pupa pro- 
ducts to certain unnamed countries. 
Pupa of Milan itself is only a five- 
year-old firm, but its products are 
sold throu ahout Europe and in the 
U.S. 

The long-established Lilit Perfum- 
ery Works makes its own perfumes 
and deodorants under the labels of 
“Coquette" and "Oriental Hashi." 
and is the local representative for 
products of Loris Azzaro. Tabac 
Original and Yves St. Laurent. 


Dollar retreats on intervention fears 


LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
lost ground against other major cur- 
rencies on European exchanges 
yesterday amid fears of renewed 
central bank action to sap its 
strength and speculation that U.S. 
banks are considering lowering their 
interest rates. 

But sterling remained under 
pressure against most other curren- 
cies on worries over what price Bri- 
tain can expect for its North Sea oil 
in the currently depressed market. 

There has been no sign of a repeat 
of Tuesday’s concerted intervention 
by central banks against the dollar, 
but concern that West Germany’s 
Bundesbank will check any surge 
above 3.18 marks has made dealers 
wary of getting their fingers burnt. 

The pound rose about four-fifths 
of a cent against the dollar from 


Wednesday's London closing record 
lowto finish at $1.1183. 

But its value against a basket of 
international currencies stayed at 
70.6 per cent of its 1975 level for 
most of the day. matching the record 
low seen on January 14 before the 
government boosted interest rates to 
12 per cent. The index dose at 70.7 
percent. 

Speculation that Opec oil minis- 
ters meeting in Geneva next week 
will lower their benchmark price for 
crude oil hurt the pound, and as 
British money market rates con- 
tinued to firm up. dealers are sug- 
gesting that more interest rate rises 
may be needed to brake sterling's 
fall’. 

The dollar's decline was felt in the 
gold market, where prices rose 75 
cents to dose at $301 .75 an ounce. 


Average Israeli visiter spends £300 in UK 


By GREER FAY C ASHMAN 
British tourism promoters are not 
worried about possible reductions in 
the flow of Israeli viators to the 
U.K. if proposed restrictions on 
foreign currency here take effect.- 
Dick Batchelor of the British 
Tourist Authority (BTA), yesterday 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
Treasury’s plan to limit Israelis 
travelling abroad to $500-5750 in 
cash, would not be a drawback as far 
as Britain was concerned. 

The average Israeli visitor to Bri- 
tain spends just over £300 (about 
$335) he said which is well within the 
limits which the government seeks to 
impose. According to Batchelor. 
150.000 Israelis visited Britain last 
year. 

Batchelor and representatives of 


11 British travel organisations came 
to Israel to conduct a two-day British 
travel workshop at the Dan Hotel. 
Tel Aviv. The purpose of the BTA 
sponsored workshop, he said, was to 
■ consolidate the flow of Israeli traffic 
and to persuade Israelis that “there's 
more to Britain that London. ” 
Statistics of tourism to- Britain 
show that 75 per cent of visitors from 
Israel spend their time in London.

Arrangement’ shares also in boom 


TEL AVIV. - The stock market 
boomed yesterday, and unlike in 
former days, when only shares rose, 
“arrangement" shares and index- 
linked bonds also went up. White the 
"frpe" shares soared - their index 
rose by 4.93 per cent - the others, 
which generally rise and fall much 
more moderately, also put in nice 
performances. The “arrangement" 
shares rose by 1 .26 per cent, while 
the index rose 0.66 per cent. 

Financial circles have several ex- 
planations for the turnabout in the 
trends of the “arrangement" shares 
and index-linked bonds. One is that 
the mutual funds were beginning to 
buy them, since they were relatively 
cheap (the "arrangement" shares 
are now paying about IS per cent a 
month in untaxed dollar returns l; 
another is that the wave of selling of 
both has stopped due to the second 
package deal, which has made the 
entire stock market more buoyant. 

Of course, although index figures 
give a good overall view of what is 
happening, an index is only an aver- 
age. For example, although many 
shares rose only slightly (some 
actually fell), in ail of the categories 
-.except the “arrangement'' shares - 
there were many rises in rhe 10 per 
cent range. 

What are evidently the mosl spe- 
culative shares in the market today, 
those of oil exploration, rose by up 
to 13.9 per cent, with most increases 
ranging between 5 and 10 per cent. 
But even shares which are consi- 
dered verv "solid" - there are about

40 of these on the market - put in 
sterling performances yesterday. 
IDB Development gained 10 per 
cent. Discount Investment gained 
$.5 per cent, Teva rose by 6.7 per 
cent. Dead Sea Works by 10 per cent 
and Elecrra rose by 10 per cent. But 
some solid shares put in bad per- 
formances. Elbit did not rise at all. 
nor did Elron. But Polgat rose by 8.6 
per cent, and Delta by 9.9 per cent. 

One broker said yesterday that the 
market might be very "bullish.'' but 
it ‘was also moving into the “bated 
breath" period. Many investors 
were on edge, afraid that some unto- 
ward government act. some rumour, 
might start a general run on the 
market, with the bears roaring 
through it as if they saw a pot of 
honey at the other end.

Moreov- 
er. the market has moved through 
several de-luxe profit-taking 
periods, and came out stronger, not 
weaker.

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Bright new package 


PACKAGE DEAL II that was virtually wrapped up in the 
early hours of Thursday should go a long way towards allaying 
the public’s fear of a new outbreak of two-digit monthly 

inflation. . .. . 

That fear had, in recent weeks, again sent people rushing to 

stores to shop in anticipation of sharp price rises. It was a fear 
nourished by the prophesies of gloom and doom that emanated 
mainly from the Treasury, which mourned the heavy price that 
the economy had ostensibly paid for two brief months of 
illusory stability. 

If those fears have been calmed, that is already a major gain, 
even before the new accord comes into force. For the last thing 
the economy needs now is a reckless buying spree. There are, 
however, still more substantial gains that will materialize if the 
second stage is implemented in good faith by all the parties. 

Several lessons can be learned from Package Deal I that 
might providejsuidance for implementing Stage II. The wage- 
price freeze established on November 2. was afflicted with 
inherent difficulties and inconsistencies, and left many loose 
ends untied. It had to cope with the spillover effect of the 24 per 
cent inflation of October, which made most of the 19 per cent 
inflation of November inevitable. This made it impossible to 
reduce the rate of devaluation as soon as the price freeze came 
into force, while the time lag of the cost-of-living allowance 
caused nominal wages to go on rising despite the Histadrut’s 
waiver of a third of the normal compensation for inflation. 

Neither of these factors exist in the transition' to the second 
stage. Even if the price increases of subsidized goods and 
services in the last third of this month raise January's inflation 
to 6 or even 8 per cent, this, together with the 3.7 per cent 
increase of December, will not yet entail a cost-of-living 
allowance. Wages will therefore remain stable. 

Wages are one leg on which the price structure stands; the 
exchange rate is the other. If the Treasury and the Bank of 
Israel refrain, as they are reported to have promised, from 
letting devaluation overshoot the domestic rate of inflation, 
there is no reason why costs should go up significantly in the 
months ahead, and a restoration of stability is within reach. 

The first package deal had another inconsistency that can 
now be rectified: interest rates were kept at a level that was 4-5 
per cent above the rate of inflation. This is now to be reduced to 
no more than 1-2 per cent, so that another cost-raising factor 
may be eliminated. 

The high interest rate no doubt also helped to induce the 
public to hold on to its cash and postpone its purchases. While 
prices were frozen, the public could wait and meanwhile get a 
handsome interest on its money. This may account for a good 
part of the public’s “responsible" behaviour. 

Package Deal I, however, was not merely an artificial 
repression of inflation. It rested, at least in part, on a solid 
foundation, namely that real wages had been eroded sharply 
just before the freeze went into effect. Without the consequent 
slack in demand, no agreement, disciplined behaviour or 
government decree would have made the price freeze hold. 

The lessons to be learnt from’ the first package deal are, 
therefore, plain. The first is that a price freeze is unambiguous- 
a freeze is a freeze is a freeze. The public, as consumers, knew 
where it stood. It could shop and choose. Creeping price rises, 
on the other hand, axe.unsettJing. They prompt the public to 
lake inflation for Ranted arid act accordingly. 

The second lesson is that although the second package deal 
will, at least in its first three months, imply a further erosion of 
real wages of perhaps 6 per cent, this will in part be offset, on 
the demand side, by the 5 per cent income tax credit for wage 
earners. And falling creditory interest rates, combined with 
inflationary expectations, may cause savings to be diverted to 
consumption. Consumption demand may therefore rise again. 

In the second package deal, Histadrut Secretary-General has 
agreed to excise the price increases resulting from the cuts in 
subsidies from the cost-of-living allowance in return for a flat, 
and therefore progressive, compensation of about half of the 
price rises. That is an important contribution to the stabiliza- 
tion process - and an important step towards loosening the 
chain of linkages in the economy. 

At the same time. Mr. Kessar has reserved the Histadrut’s 
right to negotiate wage agreements. That could mean wage 
demands later on. Wilh the unfreezing of prices, this insistence 
is understandable. But if such demands are not held in check, 
the inflation bubble could reappear. 

The eight months' duration of the second package deal 
should enable all parties to the deal to make it work, remove 
inconsistencies as they become apparent and tie up loose ends 
as they threaten to unravel the package. The two key factors in 
the process are the exchange rate and the level of real wages. If 
the government and the Histadrut keep that firmly in mind, the 
economy may achieve stability - and stability itself will go a 
long way towards reducing the government’s deficit, towards 
an increase in savings, towards a rise in productivity and. 
perhaps, the first halting steps towards a renewal of growth.

IF ISRAEL ever had an age of 
chivalry, it passed so fleetingly as to 
go unnoticed. But few would deny 
that we are living in the age of 
economists and calculators. 

Sophistry is another matter. 
Those doing the economizing and 
calculating would no doubt vehe- 
mently deny charges of false argu- 
ment and specious reasoning. The 
bewildered and jittery public, 
however, battered by theses, 
theories and long-winded explana- 
tions, would most likely agree with 
Edmund Burke. 

Economics is politics in Israel to- 
day - and macro-economics makes 
for very macro politics. The econo- 
mic failures of the past decade are to 
a large extent the result of political 
miscalculation and weakness and the 
failure of political will. 

Take the current package deal 
negotiations and the government's 
long-awaited and still undelivered, 
economic policy. We have no reason 
to doubt that Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda'i had an economic plan, 
upon entering office, or that the 
Labour Party's economic pro- 
nouncements during the election 
campaign were based on a thorough- 
ly researched programme. 

The failure to implement a plan - 
any plan - is due almost entirely to 
the government's political frailty, 
the personal/political opposition of 
ministers to budget cuts, and Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres' inability, or 
unwillingness, to flex his political 
muscle. 

The first package deal was able to 
succeed because politically it was 
possible. There were very powerful 
political interests at stake, but they 
deemed it in their interests that 
prices and wages be frozen for a 
three- month period. The carping of 
Science and Development Minister 
Gideon Patt merely highlighted his 
political impotence. Those who were 
actually calling the shots were on the 
bus. 

The negotiations for the second 
package deal took place under the 
lengthening shadow of the impend- 
ing , Histadrut dtectiore, True, thp deer 
tions are. seldom mentioned in the 
context of the package deal, and the 
impression is given that economic 
calculations alone will determine the 
parameters of the agreement. But 
those negotiating the deal are hard- 
boiled politicians with very clear 
political interests. 

No one pushed harder for a 
follow-up package deal - or “con- 
tinued economic stability” - than 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar, who, coincidentally, will 
face his first election as the head of 
the Alignment’s Histadrut list within 
the next few months. 


Kessar knows a political asset 
when be sees one. Former finance 
minister Yoram Aridor had to go out 
on a precarious limb of populistic tax 
reductions to buy the 1980 Knesset 
elections for the Likud. The savvy 
Histadrut leader intends having his 
victory handed to him by the govern- 
ment and the manufacturers. 

To contest the elections in an 
atmosphere of price frenzy, soaring 
inflation and unfettered Likud 
attacks would be tantamount to 
suicide for Kessar. To contest them 
during a period of package deal- 
induced calm, with the Likud in a 
political straight] acket, on the other 
hand, would be the most any politi- 
cian could ask for. 


THE LABOUR PARTY is no less 
interested than Kessar in a decisive 
Alignment victory in the Histadrut 
elections. Though no longer the bed- 
rock of Labour Party support, the 
Histadrut remains an irreplaceable 
well of resources, patronage and 
political leverage. Consequently. 
Peres has adopted negotiating posi- 
tions that largely coincide with those 
of Kessar. He has consistently re- 
jected Moda'i's demands for harsher 
and more immediate measures in 
favour of Kessar's “moderate and 
gradual” approach. 

The Likud's calculations are less 
straight-forward. Before the first 
package deal last November. His- 
tadrut Lilnid faction leader Ya'acov 
Shamai pushed vigorously for elec- 
tions by April, as demanded by the 
labour federation's regulations. 
Since the package deal and the irre- 
sistible pressure for a follow-up 
Shamai has been uncharacteristical- 
ly silent. He, too, realizes the logic of 
Kessar's calculations, it would 
appear. 

Shamai is hampered by the cool 
relations between the Blue and 
White (Likud) faction’s Herat com- 
ponent. led by himself, -and the 
Liberal wing led by Daniel Nahma- 
ni. When Shamai proposed a motion 
of no-confidence in Kessar in the 
Histadrut executive late last year, 
Nahmani and his liberal colleagues 
boycotted the session. It is too early 
to speak of a split, sources say, but 
the tension could damage the likud 
faction's electoral, prospects . . , 

Shamai is a David Levy man, and 
the deputy premier has loudly cham- 
pioned the workers’ cause in the 


cabinet. The target of Levy’s attacks 
has most often been Moda'i, who. 


though he has largely kept above the 
Histadrut fray, can be assumed to 
support fellow Liberal Nahmani. 
The talk of a growing tactical 
alliance between Levy and Moda'i 
has yet to find expression in the 
Histadrut. 

From the Likud faction's point of 
view, the package deals are the worst 
possible background to an election 
campaign. Oppositions thrive on un-

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Until fairly recently, the tendency 
in the Hisiadiut's Alignment lead- 
ership was to defer elections as long 
as possible, in the hope that the 
economic climate would have im- 
proved somewhat by then. But the 
success of the first package deal 
engendered a change in tactics. The 
goal now is to cash in on the package 
deal's beneficial effects. 

The fact that the labour federa- 
tion’s regulations - which rule that 
the election date must be set at least 
210 days in advance - severely li- 
mited the scheduling margin was of 
little concern to the Histadrut lead- 
ership. Kessar promised all along 
that the elections would be held “on 
time, according to the regulations” - 
and indeed they will be. The regula- 
tions will be altered during next 
week's council meeting, in order to 
reduce the pre-election period from 
210 days to 100 days, or three 
months. 

With the Histadrut elections likely 
to be scheduled for May, the labour 
federation pressed that the second 
package deal last at least that long. 
Hence the demand for a five or 
six-month agreement. 

The second necessary condition - 
a stable economic background to the 
elections - must be balanced against 
the practical impossibility of con- 
tinuing the price freeze for several 
more months. Kessar therefore gave 
Jus blpsstpg to jthe minimum rate of 
price rises he could secure, 5 percent 
a month, and demanded that work- 
ers receive a cash payment in com- 
pensation for increases in the prices 
of subsidized items. 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT factor 
in the Alignment faction’s calcula- 
tions is the spectre of unemploy- 
ment. Few doubt that the number of 
unemployed will grow, and that the 
government wall prove to be woeful- 
ly illi-prepared to deal with the situa- 
tion. So it’s all a question of tuning. 
If the elections are held within the 
next three or four months, the 1985 


fiscal budget will still be young, and.' 
the budget cuts - if indeed any arc" 
implemented - will only have begun;

Yisrael Kessar is an immensely, 
popular labour leader, and, if alL 
goes according to plan, he will be 
fighting the elections in a period ’of 
relative economic calm. Neverthe- 
less, he has serious liabilities. 

The first is the continuing decline 
in support for the labour movemenf- 
among the workers, as evidenced ?y 
analyses of the recent Knesset elec-, 
tions. The decline in support is com- 
pounded by the Histadrut's un- 
shakeable image as a muscic-bound 
dinosaur, out of touch with the needs 
of the Eighties. Nothing that Kessar 
has done since his election last Maw 
has succeeded in altering thosiy- 
trends significantly. ? 

More important, Kessar will enter 
the elections as the secretary-general 
who presided over the most precipi- 
tous decline in wages in the nation's 
history - an estimated 15 per cent in 
the second half of 1984.
